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HS. CURBS COAL 
DELIVERIES TO 
HOMES. INDUSTRY: 
HOLDS IT AT MINES 


Only Householders With 
Less Than 10-Day Sup- 
ply May Get Fuel — 
Limit to Industry Put 
at 5 Days. 


WASHINGTON, March 28 (AP) 
—President Truman said today 
the Administration has no plans 
for seizing the coal mines in the 
event of a work stoppage, now set 
for Sunday midnight. 

A reporter asked the President 
at his press conference whether 
he thought there would be a “coal 
strike.” Truman replied he had 
no comment. 

Your guess is as good as mine, 
he said to one questioner. 

Earlier the Government had 
moved into the soft coal negotia- 
tions in an effort to avert a shut- 
down in the mines. 

Curbs on Deliveries. 

The Solid Fuels Administration 
issued two orders designed to pro- 
vide a reserve of soft coal for con- 
sumers “desperately in need” dur- 
ing the threatened mine shut- 
down. 

One of the orders directs oper- 
ators of soft coal] mines in all but 
two producing districts to hold 
coal “on track” at the mine be- 
ginning at midnight tonight. The 
operators were further directed 
not to ship any after midnight 
Sunday except: by permission of 
the Solid Fuels administrator. 

The effect of the order would 
be to accumulate at the mines the 
equivalent of one full day’s pro- 
duction. 

The second order, directed to 
retail] coal dealers and tidewater 
and lake dock operators, limits 
deliveries of coal to certain types 
of consumers. This order is ef- 
fective as of 12:01 a.m. April 1. 

Solid Fuels Administrator Krug 
urged consumers of coal to 
inaugurate - strict conservation 
immediately “so that stocks of 
coal can be stretched as far as 
possible.” 

Details of Ruling. 

The prder affecting retail deal- 
ers and dock operators permits 
deliveries to consumers in the 
following categories: 

1. Householders, gas plants and 
hospitalg having less than 10 days’ 
supply. 

2. Industrial consumers having 
less than five days’ supply. 

The dealer or dock operator is 
prohibited from delivering more 
than one ton of bituminous coal 
or enough to enable the consumer 
to meet his minimum require- 
ments for the number of days 
specified, whichever amount is 
larger. 

No provision was made for 
shipments to electric power utili- 
ties, railroads or by-product coke 
ovens, except those which pro- 
duce gas. Krug said they have 
sufficient supplies.to permit op- 
eration for a reasonable length of 
time. 

Area distribution managers of 
the Solid Fuels Administration 
were given authority to modify 
the order holding coal on mine 
tracks in cases where the mine 
expects to operate after April 1, 
This would apply to the few non-

The 
early pollinations, of elm, cedar 
an. sugar maple trees, have vir- 
tually ended, but sufferers from 
these sources were much fewer 
than in former years, he stated. 
This morning’s count of poplar 
and box elder tree pollen was 47 
and 110, respectively. The count 
represents the microscopic pollen 
in a cubic yard of air in 24 
hours. Allergists say that nasal 
disturbances occur when the 
count is higher than 25 for any 
one kind of pollen. Oak and 
sycamore, the most unpleasant 
of the early pollens, will be 
noticeable within the next few 
days. 


CHANGE IN SIGNAL 
LIGHTS TO SPEED 
TRAFFIC 50 PCT. 


Plans for revision of the opera- 
tion of electric stop signs at 20 
of the major intersections in the 
city, in accordance with experi- 
ments that have been conducted 
by the Department of Streets and 
Sewers, were announced today by 
Tom Watts, chief engineer in the 
department. 

The new operation, which has 
resulted in a 50 per cent speed-up 
in traffic flow at intersections 
where it has been tried, permits 
left-hand and through traffic to 
move at the same time from one 
point at the intersection, Traffic 
igs stopped at the other three 
points of the intersection. The 
practice permits use of the lane 
now restricted to left turns. 
Work on the signals at Twelfth 
and Delmar boulevards was ex- 
pected to be completed late today, 
Watts said. The new system of 
traffic flow is in operation at the 
following intersections: Vandeven- 
ter avenue at Delmar, Page and 
Washington boulevard; Skinker 
and Forsythe boulevards; Morgan- 
ford road and Delor street, and 
Grand boulevard and Arsenal 
street.

‘President Carlson Says 
They Lack Integrity 
and Denounces ‘Artis- 
tic Lying’ of Political 
Industrial Leaders. 


Some of the world’s leading pow- 
ers, infected by the “lack of na- 
| tional and international integrity” 
| which wrecked the League of Na- 
‘tions, are on the same path that 
‘led from World War I to World 
War II, Dr. Anton J. Carlson, re- 
tiring president of the American 
Association for the Advancement 


of Science, asserted last night. 

The University of Chicago physi- 
ologist, whose work in ageing, hun- 
ger, thirst and other fields of re- 
search has made him one of the 
world’s foremost scientists, spoke 
at the first general session of the 
science meeting at Kiel Audito- 
rium Opera House. 

In outspoken terms he de- 
nounced “artistic lying” by politi- 
cal and industrial leaders and the 
“euile, deceit and double-dealing” 
which he termed the accepted in- 
ternational morality in all na- 
tions. 

There was biting scorn in his 
voice when he spoke of political 
leadership today, declaring: “We 
Americans profess the ideals of 
democracy at home and endeavor 
to spread these ideals in other 
lands. And yet we agreed to set 
up in the United Nations a plan 
by which one of the five so-called 
great powers can block any action 
against the violation of the prin- 
ciples of democracy, justice and 
fair play on the part of any one 
of these five larger nations. 

“That is, of course, autocracy— 
not democracy, but maybe this 
halting way is the only path for 
a hopeful start. I say ‘hopeful’ 
because we must consider that 
some day in the future the lead- 
ers of these five great powers will 
be men of greater wisdom and in- 
tegrity, Men of wider and longer 
vision than the political leaders in 
these nations today. When that 
day arrives, the men, the respon- 
sible leaders, will be superior to 
the present plan, and the plan it- 
self will be a dead letter.” 

The League of Nations failed 
to promote peace following Word 
War I, he said, “not so much on 
account of faults in plans. and 
powers of the League or because 
of the fact that our own country 
did not join the League, but be- 
cause of lack of real faith in the 
league—that is, lack of integrity 
in the leaders of the dominant na- 
tions in the League.” 

These leaders, he said, used the 
League of Nations as a facade 
behind which they could continue 
“the old game of national pride 
and national power politics.” 

Today, Dr. Carlson said, “I fear 
seriously that this same lack of 
national and international integ- 
rity infects at least some of the 
leading’ powers of the United Na- 
tions. I see no other explanation 
of the supposed serious adherence 
of the five leading powers to this 
new international organization, 
parallel with the evident start of 
an individual armament race by 
the same major nations—an ar- 
mament race starting, at least so 
far as plans go, before the guns 
of World War II even had time 
to cool.” 


Peace and Alliances Incompatible. 


It is clear from a reading of 
history, he said, that peace—and 
“the armament race and the old- 
style military alliances” are in- 
compatibles. “International co- 
operation on the basis of the pre- 
vailing ethics of past and current 
international diplomacy is a delu- 
sion and a snare. Honest men 
with average understanding can- 
not even hope that it will be 
effective.” 

Dr. Carlson, a native of Sweden, 
speaks with a pronounced accent 
which required concentration on 
the part of the audience to follow 
his remarks. The assembly list- 
ened intently, even intermittent 
drumbeats from an orchestra giv- 
ing a Convention Hall concert on 
the other side of the steel curtain 
failing to distract attention. 

The scientist, who is 71 years 
old, is a tall, broad-shouldered man 
with white, close-cropped hair. His 
blue shirt and carelessly knotted

Tired Feeling in Morning Genuine, 
After Day’s Work Just ‘Laziness’ 


That “tired” feeling experienced 
by many when they arise in the 
morning probably is genuine fa- 
tigue, but the “tiredness” one feels 


at the end of a normal eight-hour 
day at the office in not fatigue. 
It is the general inclination of 
humans toward laziness, 

This theory was advanced today 
by Dr. T. C. Barnes, professor of 
physiology at Hahnemann Medical 
College and Hospital, Philadelphia, 
who spoke at a session of the 
American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science at Hotel 
Jefferson. 

Dr. Barnes conducted tests 


among medical students to reach 
his conclusions, one of which was 


\the 40-hour week is too short. 
Brain wave measurements to de- 
termine fatigue among the stu- 
dents indicated only a slight loss 
of mental alertness after an av- 
erage 8-hour day. 

Experiments showed, he _ de- 
clared, that. there are abnormal 
waves in the brain in the early 
morning hours. He said this con- 
dition might well be caused by the 
prolonged effects of sleep, indicat- 
ing that the average healthy in- 
dividual is in poor shape in the 
morning.

PAGT TESTIMONY 
ADMITTED OVER 
SOVIET PROTES! 


Ribbentrop’s Ex - Secre- 
tary Says She Saw Se- 


cret Partition Treaty— 
He Takes Stand in Own 


Defense.

NUERNBERG, March 28 (AP) 
—Joachim von Ribbentrop’s for- 
mer personal secretary testified 
today a secret Russian-German 
pact dividing eastern European 


territories, ‘ncluding Poland, was 
brought from Moscow by the Nazi 
foreign minister in August, 1939, 
before the start of the war. 

The witness, Margaret Blank, 
told the international military tri- 
bunal the pact was in a sealed 
envelope bearing the inscription 
“German-Russian secret agree- 
ment,” and that she had seen the 
original copy. She said she was 
charged with keeping its existence 
secret. 

Ribbentrop took the stand in 
his own defense shortly after his 
ex-secretary completed her testi- 
mony. 

Witness Tells of Peace Move. 

Fraulein Blank was permitted 
to testify only after the tribunal 
had considered in private for 75 
minutes strenuous objections of 
the Soviet prosecutor, Gen. R. A. 
Rudenko. 

The witness also told the court 
Ribbentrop began peace over- 
tures as early as the winter of 
1943. She said that with Adolf 
Hitler’s permission he had sent a 
Prof. Berger to Switzerland for 
the purpose of finding a basis for 
peace negotiations through Bern, 
Stockholm, Madrid, Lisbon and 
the Vatican. 

On April 20, 1945, he also notl- 
fied the Fuehrer that he wanted 
to undertake peace negotiations, 
she said, but Hitler would “sanc- 
tion negotiations only if military 
successes were present.” 

The defense then summoned 
Paul Otto Schmidt, Hitler’s official 
interpreter, to testify. 

Schmidt told the court Hitler 
and all top Nazis were “surprised 
and greatly depressed” at Bri- 
tain’s declaration in support of 
Poland at the start of the war. 

Ribbentrop and the entire for- 
eign office were “completely sur- 
prised,” he said, at the Japanese 
attack on Pear! Harbor. 

Ribbentrop testified that when 
he was a young army officer he 
read the Treaty of Versailles at 
the time of its signing and “it 
was my belief no government in 
the world could sign such a docu- 
ment.” He said he resigned his 
commission, entered business and 
“tried to help my country bg voic- 
ing my views against Versailles” 
to his English and French ac- 
quaintances. He declared the terms 
bred “hatred and revenge.” 

Objection by Russian. 

Fraulein Blank barely had time 
to assert that a Russian-German 
treaty had been signed by Ribben- 
trop and Foreign Minister V.M. 
Molotov in Moscow when Rudenko 
got on his feet and objected. 

He declared the matter was 
irrelevant and that the witness 
was not competent to _ testify 
concerning the alleged treaty. His 
action thus posed one of the most 
delicate questions to be presented 
to the tribunal since the war 
crimes trial opened more than 
four monthse ago. 

Rudenko charged that attempts 
of attorneys for both Ribbentrop 
and Rudolf Hess to bring the re- 
ported secret pact into the trial 
were “purely provocative.” 

Alfred Seidl, counsel for Hess, 
jumped up with a declaration that 
only two copies of the treaty were 
made when it was signed in Mos- 
cow in August, 1939, and that 
Ribbentrop took one to Berlin. He 
said the Russians had seized most 
of the German Foreign Office 
archives in Berlin and added: 

“T ask that the Soviet delega- 
tion be ordered to submit to the 
tribunal the original of that agree- 
ment,” 

Seid] asserted he was unable to 
understand whether the Soviet 
prosecution was denying the exist- 
ence of the treaty and that if it 
was: “Then I repeat my request 
that Molotov be produced to tes- 
tify.” 

The alleged treaty first was 
mentioned at the trial in an af- 
fidavit by Dr. Friedrich Gaus, 
former German ambassador to 
Moscow. An attempt to intro- 
duce this affidavit by Hess's de- 
fense was blocked by Rudenko 
pending its translation from Ger- 
man fato Russian, French and 
English

Reuther, at 38 elected to a piv- 
otal position in the labor move- 
ment by a 125-vote margin, lost 
no time in declaring that his eco- 
nomic theories, tried out on Gen- 
eral Motors, would be extended 
throughout the automotive indus- 
try. The official vote was an- 
nounced as Reuther, 4445; R. J. 
Thomas, 4320. 

Much to the surprise of Many 
delegates, after being defeated for 
will be selected. 
the presidency Thomas consented 
to run for one of the union's two 
vice presidential posts. 

Thomas Wins Keuther’s Job. 

He was elected to the vice presi- 
dency formerly held by Reuther, 
thus swapping places with his op- 
ponent in yesterday’s bitterly con- 
tested election. Thomas defeated 
Melvin Bishop of Detroit, whom 
Reuther’s followers had backed. 
An unofficial tabulation on the 
vote showed: Thomas, 4325; Bish- 
op, 3944. Thomas’s victory today 
was considered a setback for Reu- 
ther. Some delegates had thought 
Thomas might get a CIO post un- 
der Philip Murray, president. 

The other vice presidency had 
been held by Richard T. Franken- 
steen, who is running for the 
Democratic nomination for Con- 
gress from Michigan’s Thirteenth 
Congressional District and is not 
a candidate for the union post. 

In addition, regional directors 
will be elected. 

Reuther said he regarded his 
election, which ousted the rela- 
tively conservative Thomas after 
six one-year terms, as an indorse- 
ment of his social and economic 
policies which embrace _ public 
welfare as well as that of any 
specific union. 

Basic Wage Policy. 

“The guiding philosophy of this 
union,” Reuther said, “will be for 
maximum wage increases without 
price increases.” 

Reuther announced that he 
would work to bring about bar- 
gaining on an industry-wide basis 
under a master contract providing 
equal pay for equal work. 

This purpose, he told the Post- 
Dispatch, would not conflict with 
his “ability to pay” demand lev- 
eled against General Motors. He 
explained that ability to pay is 
but one factor in his contention 
that wages, prices and profits) 
must be considered as a related) 
economic problem with labor hav- 
ing a voice in the discuSsions. 

Mere ability to pay, he con- 
tinued, would not be a controlling 
factor in the case of “an ineffi- 
cient company unable to pay a 
living wage.” 

His basic philosophy, he made 
clear, is centered about the con- 
cept of establishing a basic wagé 
policy for the nation. He thinks 
that if it is geared to the arith- 
metic of abundance based on 
ability to produce, “we can 
achieve full employment and full 
production.”

sador Andrei A. Gromyko and his 
three aids stalk from the meeting 
of thé United Nations Security 
Council yesterday.

With Russia Absent. 


By JOHN M. HIGHTOWER 

NEW YORK, March 28 (AP)— 
Soviet Russia had some of the 
best brains in diplomacy whirling 
today. 

No one seemed able to say ex- 
actly why Andrei Gromyko walked 
out on the United Nations Secu- 
rity Council. 

The so-called “diplomatic ex- 
perts” who usually know the an- 
swers had no explanation for the 
Russian delegate’s action. They 
were almost equally uncertain 
what the effect of his action would 
be on the new world peace organ- 
ization. 

Some thought this showdown 
with Russia was a good thing. 
Some wished to high heaven it 
could somehow have been avoided. 
A few wondered whether Russia’s 
absence might virtually paralyze 
the council. 

Has No Precedents. 

All agreed on one thing. In the 
present situation the Security 
Council has no precedents, no 
guide signs to tell it what to do 
next. That evidently was why this 
_afternoon’s closed session of the 
Council was called. 

The question for that session 
was: “Where do we go from 
here?" 

The immediate cause of the 
walkout was obvious enough. Am- 
bassador Gromyko had _=s served 
notice that if Ambassador Hussein 
Ala of Iran was called by the 
Council to say anything on his 
country’s complaints against 
Russia, Gromyko would leave. It 
can be reported on excellent au- 
thority that he had received in- 
structions from Moscow to do just 
' that. 

Gromyko, the experts suggested. 
might have remained aloof from 
Hussein Ala simply by pushing his 
big green chair back from the 
Council table, folding his arms 
and declining to join in the discus- 
sion. Instead, he walked out. 

American Conclusions. 

Measuring the development 
against the cause of worlc peace 
—something that was a subject of 
speculation in delegation hotel 
rooms all over town — American 
authorities came up with these 
conclusions: 

1.In winning his argument 
that Iran be given opportunity 
to make a statement without 
delay, Secretary of State Byrnes 
had emphasized to the world his 
principle that no nation on the 
Council could prevent any other 
nation from being heard—even 
by a threat to walk out. 

2. In challenging Russia's 
threat to walk out, however, the 
Council majority at least tem- 
porarily widened the split among 
the big powers. This in turn in- 
volved the basic issue of how 
well the United Nations can 
work unless Russia, Britain and 
the United States learn to co- 
operate better on issues invo]v- 
ing their fundamental interests. 

It seemed certain the Council 
would have another public ses- 
sion tomorrow at which time, 
with Gromyko expected to be ab- 
‘sent, members would have a 
chance to question Hussein Ala on 
his complaints against Russia. 

Decisior for Council. : 

Then the Council will have to 
Gecide whether it wants to go 
formally into the merits of the 
Iranian complaints. If it decides 
this question affirmatively, Hus- 
sein Ala, who theoretically was 
limited yesterday to stating his 
objections to delay, presumably 
will be asked to state his full 
case against Russia. 

Normally, then Russia would 
reply to his charges. But with 
Russia absent at least until April 
10, according to Gromyko, the 
Council will have to decide wheth- 
er it wants to take any action in 
the case without hearing Rus- 
sia’s side of the matter. 

The best opinion of the mo- 
ment is that much will depend 
on the situation in Iran. If the 
Russians are still showing good 
faith in getting their troops out 
—which is the main issue—the 
reason for Council action may 
roore or less collapse. 

If not, about the most extreme 
action the Council could take 
would be to adopt a _ resolution 
recummending that Russian 
troops should be withdrawn at 
once—and leave the rest to pub- 
lic opinion and moral pressure. 

That line of development was 
dependent on whether the Coun- 
ci] decided that in Russia’s ab- 
sence it could still function. The 
United Nations Charter simply 
makes no provision for a situa- 
tion in which one of the 1] mem- 
bers refuses to attend. 

The charter does provide that 
on any motion to take forceful 
measures against an accused na- 
tion the Big Five must be in 
agreement. That is the veto pro- 
vision. However, no question of 
forceful action has been or is 
likely to be raised at this stage. 

On efforts’ to settle a dispute 
peacefully, a party to the dispute 
must refrain from voting under 
the charter. In this case it would 
appear, therefore. that the Coun- 
cil could go along for the time 
without Russia—unless someone 
should prove that unless all the 
Big Five nations were present it 
could not function at all

It will be recalled that the Se- 
curity Council passed a resolution 
of 30 January 1946 directing the 
Iranian and Soviet governments 
to endeavor to resolve their dif- 
ferences by direct negotiations. 

In conformity with this resolu- 
tion the Iranian government de- 
cided to send a delegation to Mos- 
cow to discuss the matter with 
the Soviet authorities. 


Reviews Background. 

The Prime minister, Mr. Ahmed 
Qavam, animated by a sincere de- 
sire to promote friendship  be- 
tween Iran and the Soviet Union, 
headed the delegation. It arrived 
at the Soviet capital Feb. 19 last. 
It remained for about 16 days and 
held a number of meetings with 
Mr. Molotov and other Soviet au- 
thorities in two of which Marshal 
Stalin himself participated. 

The Iranian Prime Minister, anx- 
ious to remove any cause of mis- 
understanding and ill-feeling on 
the part of the Soviet authorities, 
threw in his whole weight to clear 
the atmosphere for a frank dis- 
cussion of the matter. The issue 
between Iran and the _ Soviet 
Union was that the latter was in- 
terfering in the internal affairs 
of Iran through the medium of 
Soviet officials and armed forces, 
Therefore the Soviet Union was 
requested to refrain from these 
activities and, furthermore, there 
being no compelling reason for 
the continued presence of Soviet 
troops in Iran, they were asked 
to evacuate Iranian territory with- 
out delay. 

Soviet Proposals Listed. 

The Soviet officials, while re- 
ceiving the Iranian delegation with 
cordiality and respect, would not 
agree to withdraw their troops 
from Iran or to refrain from in- 
terfering in the internal] affairs of 
Iran. Instead, they made the fol- 
lowing proposals: 

1. Soviet troops to continue 
to stay in some parts of Iran for 
an indefinite period. 

2. The Iranian Government to 
recognize the internal autonomy 
of Azerbaijan. In the event of 
the Iranian Government's ac 
quiescence in this request, the 
Soviet Government offered to 
take steps to arrange that: 

a. The Prime Minister of 
Azerbaijan, in relation to the 
central government, would 
bear the designation of Gov- 
ernor General. 

b. Azerbaijan would have 
no ministry of war or ministry 
of foreign affairs. 

c. Thirty per cent of the 
Azerbaijan revenue would be 
paid to the Iranian central 
government. 

d. All correspondence with 
the central government would 
be in Persian. 

3. The Soviet Government to 
abandon its demand for an oil 
concession, proposing instead 
that an Iranian-Russian joint 
stock company be set up with 
51 per cent of the shares owned 
by the Soviet and 49 per cent by 
Iran, 

The Prime Minister, faced with 
these demands, which would not 
solve our difficulties or comply 
with our laws and sovereignty or 
conform to the tripartite treaty, 
the United Nations charter, the 
declaration of Tehran, or the Per- 
sian constitution, could not adopt 
any other course than to reject 
them, orally and in writing. Be- 
cause of his sincere belief in the 
necessity for Irano-Russian friend- 
ship, he, nevertheless, continued to 
pursue his conversations with the 
Russians in the hope of eventually

districts of Iran where the sit- 
uation is relatively quiet, name- 
ly, from the Meshed, Sharoud 
and Semnan districts in the 
eastern part of Iran. 

“As to the Soviet forces in the 
other areas of Iran, they will re 
main in Iran until the situation 
has been elucidated.” 

The Iranian Prime Minister at 
once lodged with the Soviet Gov- 
ernment the following protest: 

“Mr. People’s Commissar. 

“In the newspaper Izvestia No. 
53-8969 dated March 2, 1946, a 
communique has been published 
by Tass agency to the effect 
that the Soviet Government 
has decided to withdraw its 
forcs as of March 2, 1946, from 
Khorasan, Sharoud and Sem- 
nan. In this connection it has 
pointed out that they will re- 
main in other parts of north- 
ern Iran until the situation has 
been clarified. 

“On the strength of the said 
official report I have the honor 
to bring the following to your 
knowledge: 

“In accordance with the tri- 
partite pact concluded in Teh- 
ran betwen Iran, U.S.S.R. and 
Great Britain on Jan, 29, 1942, 
the evacuation of Iran by Allied 
forces on March 2, 1946, is posi- 
tive and indisputable. The Brit- 
ish troops withdrew from the 
entire Iranian soil on that date. 
The continuance of a portion of 
Soviet forces in certain parts of 
northern Iran is therefore in no 
way in conformity with the said 
pact. It is at variance with the 
repeated statements made by the 
Soviet Government expressing 
the Soviet Government's full 
agreement with the stipulations 
of the said pact in this respect. 
Furthermore, the recent decision 
of the Soviet Government is en- 
tirely inconsistent with the con- 
stitutional law of Iran and also 
with treaties between Iran and 
Soviet Russia. 

“In view of the foregoing cir- 
cumstances, it is with utmost. 
regret that I find myself com- 
pelled in the name of the Iran 
Government to protest this deci- 
sion on the part of the Soviet. 
Government and to request that. 
emphatic instruction be issued 
that Soviet forces withdraw 
from the whole territory of Lran 
as promptly as possible. 

“Please accept the assuronce 
of my highest consideration, 

“Ahmed Qavam, Prime Muin- 

ister and Minister Foreign 

. Affairs of Iran.”

President Truman today desig- 
nated four Army and four Navy 
mer. for permanent five-star rank 
and said they would form a coun- 
cil of elder statesmen to advise 
the President in emergencies. 
Acting under new legislation, 
Truman said he was raising to 
permanent five-star grade Gens. 
Marshall, MacArthur, Eisenhower 
and Arnold, and Adms, Leahy, 
King, Nimitz and Halsey. 
In addition, the President said 
he was nominating Gen, A. A. 
Vandergrift of the Marines and 
Adm. Russell R. Waesche of the 
Coast Guard for permanent four- 
star rank, 

For National Defense. 
The legislation, Truman told his 
news conference, creates for the 
President an elder statesman’s or- 
ganization for national defense. 
Because they will be assured of 
the permanent high rank and the 
money that goes with it, the Pres- 
ident said, they won't have to go 
out into the advertising or other 
business to seek a livelihood. 
The nominations were sent to 
the Senate while the President's 
press conference was in progress. 
Truman said Secretary of State 
Byrnes has his full support in 
pressing for immediate considera- 
tion of the Iranian dispute before 
the United Nations Security Coun- 
cil. 
The President also told his’ press 
conference that he did not believe

Secretary of State James F. 
Byrnes, who had led the fight 
to bring the Iranian representa- 
tive out of the gallery to the table 
and then stood off an effort for 
6 o'clock adjournment in order 
t» hear Iran’s side at the earliest 
possible moment, made. several 
interruptions. Byrnes asked that 
Hussein Ala “confine his re- 
marks, in accordance with the 
actinn of the Council, to the 
question of postponement ‘ 
rather than go into detail.” 

However, the Iranian read his 
entire statement to the Council 
and stressed his contention that 
no agreement of any kind ex- 
isted between Russia and Iran 
and that his instructions from 
Tehran were to press urgently 
for an early settlement by the 
Security Council.

With Mayor’s 


Stay Within Estimated 
Revenue. _ 


Appropriations of 
Director E. G. Schubkegel to oper- 
ate the municipal departments for 
the next fiscal year. The amount 
recommended to the Board of Es- 
timate and Apportionment exceeds 
appropriations for the fiscal year 
now ending by $1,654,000, or 6.18 
per cent. Schubkegel made his 
recommendation at a public hear- 
ing on the budget, at which no 
one appeared to speak for or 
against adoption of it. 

Requests for appropriations to- 
taling $31,366,000 were received 
from department heads to operate 
their departments during the next 
fiscal year These exceeded last 
year’s appropriations of $26,746,000 
by $4,613 000, or about 17 per cent. 
These requests were cut by 
Schubkegel in accordance with an 
order of Mayor Aloys P. Kauf- 
mann that appropriations remain 
within estimated revenue. 


Increases recommended over 
the appropriation for last year in- 
clude $1,465,000 additional] for sal- 
aries, or 7.6 per cent. Department 
heads had sought increases in sal- 
ary accounts totaling $2,763,000 
more than the $19,396,000 appro- 
priated last year 

Salary Increases. 


The recommendations for sal- 
aries were deemed sufficient to 
provide for mandatory annual in- 
creases under the Civil Service 
provisions and for extraordinary 
emergencies, Schubkegel _ said. 
They do not provide for expansion 
of service or increase in person- 
nel. 

Reductions in salary requests do 
not mean that there will be either 
a reduction in individual salaries 
or a reduction of city services, the 
Budget Director pointed out, They 
mean merely, he said, that the 
budget does not anticipate any 
further increases for city employes 
during the year, except the normal 
increases under Civil Service regu- 
lations. 

Any other increase during the 
fiscal year cannot be met by an- 
ticipated revenue receipts and the 
city would be unable to pay these 
without creating a deficit. 

Lump Sum Appropriations, 

The recommendations of the 
Budget Director set up salary ap- 
propriations for each department 
in a lump sum instead of specify- 
ing the number of each type of 
employe and the compensation for 
each. 

This permits the director of each 
department to determiné the num- 
ber in each classification neces- 
sary to the most efficient opera- 
tion and places the responsibility 
for staying within the budget 
where it rightfully belongs, Schub- 
kegel said. 

New sources of revenue must be 
found if the Civil Service Commis- 
sion recommends blanket increases 
for city employes. The commission 
has been requested to award in- 
creases totaling $1,800,000, exclu- 
sive of the $50 monthly increase 
asked for city firemen, Schubkegel 
said. 

Present revenue is not sufficient 
for city rubbish collection and the 
budget does not take into account 
such an undertaking. 

The recommendations provide 
an increase of $189,000, or 2.6 per 
cent in operating and maintenance 
accounts. 


The largest cut In requested ap- 
propriations was made in the De- 
partment of Public Welfare, which 
operates the city’s institutions. 
The department, requested $10,- 
158,000 for the next fiscal year, 
as compared to $8,164,000 for last 
year. The request was cut to $8,- 
570,000. 

Schubkegel tentatively set up 
the appropriation for the Police 
Department as $6,165188, calling 
attention to the fact that this is 
$521,160 less than requested by 
the departmept. ive said he set 
the tentative figure lower than 
the request because he believed 
the department would cut the re- 
quested total, in view of the fact 
that a bill providing for salary 
increases for police failed to pers 
the state legislature. 

However, Mork D. lRagleton, 
president of the board of Police 
Commissioners, said following a 
board meeting thie morning that 
the department's request, which 
it is mandatory for city fiscal au- 
thorities to grant, vould aot he 
reduced. He sad the police board 
intends to iatroduee another bill 
in the legislatus? to provide sal- 
ary incresses. 

With general elections and reg- 
istration this year, the Board of 
Election Commissioners will re- 
ceive $719,000, compared to $218,- 
000 for last year.

industry-wide bargaining  prac- 
tices, Reuther plans to press for 
an annual wage in the automobile 
industry. This can only be ac- 
complished, he said, by labor hav- 
ing a voice in changing market- 
ing practices so as to avoid fluc- 
tuations and a decline of produc- 
tion between models. 


Organization Plans. 


The UAW, Reuther announced, 
will at once proceed to organize 
the office workers and technicians 
within the automobile industry 
and the farm equipment produc- 
tion employes. It also will back 
the CIO organizational drive in 
the South. 

Reuther referred to Murray as 
“a great American and a great 
labor leader” but he made clear 
that in policy discussions he 
would not hesitate to advance his 
own viewpoint--a viewpoint often 
at variance with that of Murray 
and other old-line labor leaders. 
As head of one of the two 
biggest unions in the ClO—the 
other is Murray's own United 
Steel Workers—Reuther will play 
a potent part in its affairs and 
may be in line for its presidency. 
Thomas, a “middle of the road- 
er,” invariably concurred in Mur- 
ray’s policies. He based much of 
his campaign against Reuther on 
criticism of what he termed “the 
Reuther brain trust,” his economic 
theories, and his conduct of the 
General Motors strike. 


One of the Murray principles, in 
contrast to Reuther’s, is that con- 
tractual negotiations should be on 
a basis of wages. Such problems 
as price controls, Murray has said, 
in advocating continued govern- 
ment controls in the postwar pe- 
riod, belong to the political rather 
than the economic field. 


Faces Factional Strife. 


Reuther’s immediate problem is 
to unite antagonistic factions that 
have caused disruption within the 
UAW. He tackled this at once. 
Addressing a tumultuous throng of 
delegates after a day of tense, 
close balloting, punctuated by a 
fist fight on the floor. He pledged 
himself during his year’s term to 
“work hard and sincerely to knit 
together factions in a united or- 
ganization.” 

“The anti-labor forces must real- 
ize,” Reuther, his red hair flecked 
with convention confetti, said, 
“that the auto workers can dis- 
agree in convention but go out 
with a united front to fight cap- 
italist enemies.” 

Reuther, who said the union 
would be a source of strength to 
Murray and the CIO, extended the 
“hand of co-operation” to George 
F. Addes, unopposed, who later 
was re-elected secretary-treasurer. 
Addes long had headed an anti- 
Reuther so-called “left wing” fac- 
tion in the politics-ridden union. 
After his re-election Addes prom- 
ised his co-operation with Reuther 
to build a “tremendous union” 
with the “most progressive” poli- 
cies the UAW has yet undertaken. 
Thomas, a burly former welder, 
called “the big fellow” by a strong 
personal following and alluded to 
affectionately by Murray when he 
addressed the convention, was 
patently disappointed. His follow- 
ers had banked on effectiveness 
of his support by top union of- 
ficers and implied support by 
Murray and his aids. 

Thomas, however, took the ros- 
trum and made a plea for peace 
within the union, saying that “I 
can and I will accept the rule of 
the majority.” 

The election was followed by a 
relatively mild celebration, indi- 
cating the auto workers have 
grown older since the sitdown era 
of 1937 when they .gained their 
first toehold in the industry.

NAT ROPLAR'S HOTEL 
PLAN I APPROVED 


Court Accepts Reorganization 
Proposal for the Congress 
and Senate. 


United States District Judge 
Richard M. Duncan today ap- 
proved the plan submitted by Nat 
Koplar and his associates for re- 
organization of the Congress 
Hotel and Senate Apartments, 
Union boulevard and Pershing 
avenue. 

The plan provides for payment 
by Koplar and his associates of 
$1,510,100, which is the _ exact 
amount of the bonds outstanding. 
Judge Duncan ordered the trustee 
of the properties, John W. Snyder, 
national reconversion' director, 
to prepare forms for filing of 
claims and acceptances of the 
plan to be submitted to bondhold- 
ers. 

ln order for the reorganization 
plan to be put into effect, it will 
be necessary for at least two- 
thirds of the bondholders to file 
acceptance forms before May 15. 

Claims totaling $1,270,400 have 
been filed, leaving $847,000 in 
claims _ still outstanding. The 
amount filed is not sufficient for 
approval of the plan. No date 
was set by Judge Duncan for con- 
firmation of the reorganization. 

Under the plan, Koplar would 
take ovel management of the 
properties, which are now man- 
aged by his brother, Sam Koplar 
and the Hotel Management Co, 

At a hearing before Judge Dun- 
can Monday, Forrest Hemker, 
attorney for the trustee, told the 
court that, under the reorganiza- 
tion plan, he believed the bond- 
holders would receive from 95 
cents to a dollar for all claims 
and added that ‘he thought the 
payments would exceed 97% cents 
after all reorganization expenses

4 MORE DIESEL (OPA CREATING 


SWITCH ENGINES 


FOR EAST SIDE 


Roads Announce Plans. 
for Use of Smokeless 


Locomotives. 


Four more diesel switch engines 
are to be added to the growing 
list of smokeless locomotives in 
the East Side freight yards, James 
L. Ford Jr. has been informed by 
the Gulf, Mobile & Ohio and the 
Alton railroads. 


Ford, former chairman of the 
Citizens’ Smoke Elimination Com- 
mittee, received word that the new 
diesel engines were expected to be 
placed in service this year in a 
letter from I. B. Tigrett, president 
of the G.M.&.O., speaking for both 
railroads under recent merger 
plans. 

Discussing system-wide  pur- 
chases, Tigrett wrote: “The 
G.M.&O. has 30 diesel locomotives 
and has on order and expects to 
receive during the current year 65 
more, making a total of 95. The 
Alton has 26 single and three 
double diesel locomotives. It ex- 
pects to receive this year 21 more, 
making a total of 50. We plan to 
give an order, perhaps at the close 
of the year, for sufficient locomo- 
tives to completely dieselize our 
operations, which will be approxi- 
mately 40 more.” 


“The Splendid Work.” 
Tigrett, who commented on “the 


splendid work you are doing in 
solving the smoke problem in St. 
Louis,” stated that four of the new 
diesel engines would be for yard 
work, three for the G.M.&O. and 
one for the Alton, . completely 
dieselizing the East Side switch- 
ing operations of the two roads. 

The additions will increase the 
number of diesel switch engines 
on the East Side to 25, as against 
141 steam engines. The Wabash 
Railroad announced three weeks 
ago that it had ordered four large 
diesel engines for use in its ter- 
minal system between Granite City 
and the North St. Louis industrial 
district, and the Manufacturers’ 
Railroad purchased a diesel en- 
gine for yard work on the East 
Side. 

Ford has called attention to the 
fact that the Terminal Railroad, 
while completely dieselized in St. 
Louis, operates 35 smoky steam 


‘switch engines on the East Side. 


Progress of Replacement. 
The United States Army this 
month announced it would re- 
place four steam locomotives and 
four steam-operated cranes with 
diesel engine and gasoline-driven 
cranes at the Engineers’ Depot in 
Granite City, in line with the 
smoke elimination program. Sev- 
eral railroads have stated that 
steam-jet, or similar devices, were 
being installed on their East Side 
switch engines as smoke abate- 
ment measures. 

Ford has termed such devices 
unsatisfactory and has continued 
to urge diesel replacements for 
steam engines. 

Last December Mayor Aloys P. 
Kaufmann appealed to 14 rail- 
roads and 40 industries on the 
Fast Side to take smoke elimina- 
tion action, explaining that smoke 
from their operations is blown 
into St. Louis, polluting the air 
here, 


UNION CHIEF BLASSIE FINED; 
ADMITS RESISTING ARREST 


Nick Blassie, president of the 
Union, was 
fined $25 today by Police Judge 
Joseph B. Catanzaro. after he 
pleaded guilty of resisting arrest 
during a fight in the taproom of 
Hotel Jefferson on Feb. 25. He 
did not appear in court. 

Two charges of peace disturb- 
ance and one of destruction of 
property were dismissed On mo- 
tion of Blassie’s attorney, Sig- 
mund M. Bass, after complaining 
witnesses failed to appear.

G. M. & O. and Alton Packers Institute Head

WASHINGTON,. March 28 (UP) 
—The American Meat Institute ac- 


cused the Office of Price Admin- 
istration today of “creating” a 
black market in meat which it 
said was costing Americans more 
than $1,250,000,000 a yeay, 

James H, McCall institute board 
chairman, told the House Agricul- 
ture Committee that the black 
market plus government subsi- 
dies was costing consumers more 
than two billion dollars a year 
more for meat than retail ceiling 
prices would indicate. 

“Full legitimate production is 
the only answer to both the infla- 
tion and black market problems,” 
he said. “The only remedy is re- 
moval of price controls from the 
livestock and meat. industry.” 


To Offer Research Reports. 

McCall led off a parade of meat 
packing industry representatives 
invited by the committee to give 
their views. The Institute says 
it has more than 500 members in 
all parts of the country, including 
small, medium and large packers. 

McCall told the committee that 
later witnesses would include rep- 
resentatives of the independent 
market research organizations 
whose studies show that “the 
black market in meat is general 
from coast to coast and from bor- 
der to border.” 

He said some studies showed 
that “from 80 to 95 per cent” of 
all retail stores surveyed sold meat 
at above ceiling prices. 

“The liquor racket of the twen- 
ties was petty crime compared to 
the meat racket under OPA,” he 
said. 

McCall contended that the black 
market in meat was made possible 
by “the price control act, its 
faulty administration and the Of- 
fice of Price Administration’s al- 
most futile efforts to enforce the 
act or its regulations.” 

“Squeeze” on Packers. 

Packers, he said, have been kept 
in a price “squeeze” since the 
start of price control, Now.: he 
added, their “very existence” is 
threatened. 

“A large proportion of cattle ifs 
purchased in excess of maximum 
stabilization prices by black mar- 
ket slaughterers,” McCall testified, 
“making it impossible for legiti- 
mate gslaughterers to purchase 
even minimum requirements and 
remain in compliance with the 
stabilization range. This compels 
slaughterers to curtail drastically, 
or discontinue, their beef opera- 
tions, 

“A most serious situation is also 
developing in the hog market and 
pork business, and unless the 
causes therefor be promptly re- 
moved, an increasingly large per- 
centage of the pork business also 
will be in the black market.” 


Union Leader Calls Beef Shortage 
“Phony,” Asks for Inquiry. 
KANSAS CITY, Mo., March 28 
(AP)-——Members of the CIO Tinited 
Packing House Union termed beef 
shortages at the fotir main pack- 
ing plants here a “phony” and 
called on President Truman today 
for a special congressional inves- 

tigation. 

“A sensible analysis of the whole 
matter adds up to only one thing, 
a strike or a slowdown by the 
bosses,” Leslie Orear, field repre- 
sentative of the union, told a 
meeting of 400 members last night. 

Orear asserted the packers 
would “like to bust the OPA. Then 
the little pay increase we got a 
month ago wouldn’t mean a 
thing.”

Telegraph and High Frequency 
Radio Upset by Magnetic Storm 


Electric Currents Under Surface of Earth 
Result of Discharges in Solar Atmosphere 
—Aurora Borealis Visible Here. 


Telegraphic communications and 
high frequency radio transmission 
from St. Louis were disrupted to- 
day by a magnetic storm, or elec- 


tric currents, under the surface of 
the earg® caused by electrical dis- 
charges in the sun’s atmosphere, 
which were manifest here in the 
aurora borealis seen last night. 

L. A. Swenson, superintendent 
of the Western Union in St. Louis, 
reported currents from the mag- 
netic storm were most powerful to 
the north, northeast, east and west 
of the city. Additional wires to 
act as ground wires for those car- 
rying messages were put into use 
by the telegraph company to make 
transmission possible. 

Officials of commercial radio 
stations said the currents had 
very little effect on operations of 
low frequency broadcasts, but that 
high frequency transmission and 
reception was practically _ nil. 
Earlier this week, the currents 
forced cancellation of § trans- 
Atlantic air service, because radio 
communications could not be 


maintained. The first trans-Atlan- 
tic plane since Friday arrived in 
New York yesterday. 

The Rev. J. B. Macelwane, 8S.J., 
head of the geo-physics depart- 
ment at St. Louis University, said 
magnetic storms in the solid earth 
are present at all times, but they 
become snore active when there 
are discharges of electric particles 
from the sun's surface, which can 
be seen at night and are known 
as northern lights, 

The Hayden planetarium in 
New York predicted the brilliant 
displays will last five or six days 
more, 

Air line pilots from southern 
points reported to the weather 
station at Lambert-St. Louis Field 
that they had seen an unusually 
brilliant display of northern lights 
early today, between 4:30 and 5:30 
o’clock. 

Reports from New York indi- 
cated trans-Atlantic radio com- 
munications of Makay Radio & 
Telegraph Co. and Radio Corpora- 
tion of America were on an “up 
and down” basis.

DELAWARE, O., March 28 (UP) 
~Tales were told today of how an 
“eccentric but attractive” former 
student used to sit in an Ohio 


Wesleyan University dormitory 
window and recite poetry to the 
moon. 

She left in 1922 because she said 
she wanted to attend a profes- 
sional school, presumably to fur- 
ther her ambitions of becoming a 
concert artist. 

However, officials said, she 
flunked out of schook She had a 
series of “incompletes, conditional 
failures” and in her last year, 
“several Fs.” 

The next time university offi- 
cials heard of her was when mili- 
tary authorities in Berlin arrested 
her for her role in the Nazi war 
machine as Axis Sally. 

At Ohio Wesleyan she was 
known as Mildred Gillars of Con- 
neaut, O. She won campus-wide 
admiration for her dramatic abil- 
ity. She was described as an ex- 
citing girl who wore striking 
clothes and was “completely un- 
disciplined and noticeably eccen- 
tric.” 

Registrar Allen C. Conger re- 
vealed that Mrs. Mary Denney, 
his assistant, had recognized a 
picture of Axis Sally in the news- 
papers. Conger said she attended 


the university from 1918 to 1922. 
Recollections of a black-haired 
girl named Mildred Gillars came 
today when notes were pieced to- 
gether by schoo] officials and for- 
mer classmates in Columbus. 

It was revealed that Axis Sally 
was 46 years old, not 37 as she 
told Berlin authorities where she 
awaits return to the United States 
for trial on treason charges. 

The sexy-voiced Axis commen- 
tator who spread propaganda to 
American G.Il.s in the European 
theater of operations studied voice 
and oratory. 

She tried her hand at plano 
playing but her ex-classmates said 
it was “atrocious.” 

When snow covered the hills at 
Delaware in winter, she would sit 
in her dormitory window and re- 
cite poetry. If the moon was 
bright, perhaps she would recite 
for hours. 

She had the leading role in 
“Mrs. Dane’s Defense,” the histri- 
onic society’s 1921 production. The 
director said her performance was 
good enough for Broadway. 

On her arrest, Axis Sally said 
her home address was Portland, 
Me, 

At Conneat, O., the half sister 
of Mildred Gillars, Mrs. Edna Mae 
Whitehead, said she wasn’t sure 
that Axis Sally and Mildred Gil- 
lars were the same persons, but, 
if so, she and her mother would 
stand by the accused propagan- 
dist. Mrs. Whitehead will go to 
New York when Sally arrives to 
face treason charges.

ATOMIC BOMB WON'T 
EAPLODE THE PACIFIC 


Scientists Say Chain Reaction 
Might Start but Would 
Not Continue. 


By HOWARD W. BLAKESLEE 
Associated Press Science Reporter. 

The question of whether the Pa- 
cific ocean, or a large portion of 
it, might explode if an atomic 
bomb is set off in the Bikini atoll 
area this summer in Navy tests 
was discussed privately today by 
scientists attending the meeting 
of the American Association for 
the Advancement of Science. 

The conclusion was that the 
chain reaction of water exploding 
might start, but that it would not 
continue, and probably would not 


even add visibly to the violence of | 


the underwater bomb explosion. 
The discussions were based on 


Washington reports that a second 
atomic explosion might be under 
the water instead of on the sur- 
face as originally planned. 

There have been published re- 
ports that an explosion under wa- 
ter would change the water into 
hydrogen and oxygen, and that it 
would start a chain reaction in 
which the explosion would spread 
in the water itself. 

The facts of the case are that 
water boils to steam at 212 de- 
grees, it turns into steam with- 
out boiling at a little over 3000 
degrees, and at around 20,000 de- 
grees water is converted into hy- 
drogen and oxygen at the rate of 
two parts of hydrogen to one of 
oxygen, according to a familiar 
formula H2O for water. 

The heat of the atomic bomb 
is millions of degrees by official 
announcements and higher than 
that by some published figures. 
The heat is certainly, for some 
distance from the bomb, enough 
to convert water into hydrogen 
and oxygen, 

It is expected by scientists that 
there would be some conversion 
of this sort in an underwater ex- 
plosion. Furthermore, the hydro- 
gen is likely to explode because of 
the large amount of oxygen cre- 
ated along with it. This is the 
start of a chain reaction. 

But the reaction is not expected 
to continue, because when hydro- 
gen explodes, it does not create 
the great heat that would con- 
tinue to turn more water into hy- 
drogen and oxygen.

Men commit murder because 
they are stupid, Dr. I. A, Berg of 
the University of Illinois reported

Dr. Berg and his associates con- 
ducted a study of 200 men who 


had been convicted of murder and! vancement of Science in the audi- 


'torium of Washington University 
‘School of Medicine.

He found 
that they had had an average of 
only 4.4 years in school, compared 
to the prison average of 5.2 years, 
and the murderers had an average 
intelligence quotient of only 83.3, 
compared to the prison average 
of 89.1. 

Older men tended to commit 
murd.r over women, Dr. Berg 
found, and younger men over 
money. The average age of the 
7) men who had been convicted 
of killing women was 37.7 years, 
compared to the others who 
killed men and who hed an av- 
erage age of 32.7; the ages were 
as of their admission to the 
prison. In general, he found, the 
older men tended to kill “for 
motives related to unrequited 
love.” 

Attempting to explain why 
stupid men tend to commit mur- 
der, Dr. Berg said he believes 
@ is because they are unable to 
achieve a rational solution to 
their difficulties. “They lose the 
argument,’ he said, “and resort 
to violence.”

Dr. James M. Carlisle, an officer 
of Merck & Co., manufacturers of 
chemicals for medicinal purposes, 
also addressed the industrial sym- 
posium. His topic was “Pulmo- 
nary Edema and Anoxia in Indus- 
try and Its Clinical Management.” 

Pointing out that recent re- 
search has resulted in the produc- 
tion of clear and workable defini- 
tions of several types of anoxia 
(which is, in general, the lack of 
a sufficient oxygen supply to any 
part of the body, regardless of 
cause), Dr. Carlisle declared there 
still was an appalling frequency 
of preventable asphyxial deaths in 
industry. 

In cases of persons suffering 
anoxia from the inhalation of irri- 
tating gases, he said the objectives 
of therapy or treatment are to 
dilate the constricted bronchioles, 
prevent fluid from entering the 
lungs from the blood stream and 
other sources and thus avoid pul- 
monary congestion, which keeps 
oxygen from effectively relieving 
the condition. |

R. T. Wood, president of the 
State Federation of Labor, and 
James Davis, executive secretary 
of the State CIO Council, went 
into action after Hamlin had 
blocked the Dill. 

Representative Daniel Curran of 
St. Louis, who had voted against 
the bill in the afternoon, made 
the motion to reconsider the vote 
by which it was defeated through 
refusal of the House to accept a 
conference committee report, 

Provisions of Bill. 

The bill had been thrown into 
conference by Hamlin’s opposition, 
a substitute which he had pre- 
pared being approved by the 
House Feb. 27. The Senate refused 
to accept the substitute. The com- 
mittee report restored it to sub- 
stantially the form in which it 
had passed the Senate, 

In the new department will be 
the present departments of labor 
and industrial inspection, mine in- 
spection, the Unemployment Com- 
pensation Commission and _ the 
Workmen's Compensation Commis- 
sion, 

Each of these will be a division 
in the new department and each 
will be headed by a director. The 
existing Workmen’s Compensation 
and the Unemployment Compensa- 
tion Commission will be abolished, 
the latter to be known as the Un- 
employment Security Division. 

The .original Senate bill made 
the Workmen's Compensation 
Commission the head of the new 
department, abolished the unem- 
ployment commission and created 
a divisional director to perform 
its .work, and provided for di- 
visional heads for the other de- 
partments. 

Hamlin’s substitute proposed to 
set up a single director to head 
the department, but transferred 
the Workmen’s Compensation 
Commission intact and with all its 
existing powers without subservi- 
ence to the director. 

Ready for Governor. 

Hamlin based his objection to 
the conference committee report 
on the assertion it would abolish 
two important commissions and 
“put a hybrid commission over 
them,” 

The three commissioners héad- 
ing the department will receive 
salaries of $7500 a year. 

The bill is ready to go to the 
Governor’ today for his approval, 
the Senate having adopted the 
conference report. 

An executive department re- 
organization bill, revising the laws 
relating to the office and duties 
of the State Treasurer, to make 
them conform to provisions of the

Says Wyatt Plea for 
$600,000,000 Is ‘Rea- 
sonable’ — G, O,” P. 
‘Pork Barrel’ Charge. 


WASHINSTON, March 28 (AP) 
—Housing Expediter Wilson Wy- 
att's request for authority to 
spend up to $600,000,000 in build- 
ing material subsidies was de- 
scribed before a Senate committee 
today as a “reasonable” one. 

Civilian Production Administra- 
tor John D. Srmall, in defending 
the request, said “we will use 
only as much of the money as we 
need,” and then only as “a last 
resort.” 

The subsidy plan was voted out 
of the Administration's vast home- 
building program by the House, 
The Senate banking committee 
now is being asked to restore it. 

Smal testified the money might 
be used in many ways to stimu- 
late the production of materials 
that go into house building. He 
cited “premium payments” to a 
plant for overtime operations as 
one. 

“Such payments might be made 
to help an industry build new 
plants which would not appear to 
be economically feasible in the 
norneal course of business,” he 
added. 

“They might be used to induce 
small operators to increase their 
production by ad@iing new or 
more modern equipment which 
they couldn't afford to buy them- 
selves.” 

Acting Chairman Barkley 
(Dem.-Kentucky) pwead into the 
record a letter from the National 
Congress of Parents and Teach- 
ers indorsing the subsidy proposal, 
and also ceiling prices on existing 
houses. 

“Pork Barrel” Charge. 

As the Administration thus ap- 
plied fresh pressure for its homes- 
for-veterans program it ran into 
a Republican contention that part 
of it is a “pork barrel” scheme. 

Senator Capehart (Rep.), Indi- 
ana, made the “pork barrel” 
charge. He said he referred to 
Wyatt's plan for the Government 
to guarantee markets for prefab- 
ricated dwellings and construction 
materials. 

“I'll fight these prefabricated 
houses and subsidy of new mate- 
rials until hell freezes over,” 
Capehart said, “They would bene- 
fit only a few concerns at govern- 
ment expense.” 

Under the Wyatt program, the 
Government would undertake to 
purchase a certain number of 
prefabricated houses from, each 
builder who demanded assurance 
that there would be a market for 
his full production. The Govern- 
ment, in turn, would act as sales 
agent. 

Opposition to building material 
subsidies was voiced by Herbert U. 
Nelson, executive vice president of 
the National .Association of Real 
Estate Boards, in a radio address 
last night. The nation “is fum- 
bling with the simple job of build- 
ing homes because it is held 
back by power-hungry men in 
Washington,” he asserted. 

In the Senate yesterday Senator 
Wiley (Rep.), Wisconsin, attacked 
the Civilian Production Adminis- 
tration’s new order which sharply 
restricts virtually all new con- 
struction except veterans’ hous- 
ing. 

The CPA regulation, Wiley as- 
serted, “is one more monkey 
wrench thrown by the administra- 
tion at free enterprise.” 

Small acknowledged at a press 
conference yesterday that the or- 
der is designed to outlaw more 
than two billion dollars worth of 
other building to make possible a 
goal of $3,800,000,000 worth of new 
homes this year. 

He said the cut in commercial 
and industria] building and high- 
cost home construction “can be 
made without harm to the econ- 
omy if we are careful to see that 
other essential things go ahead, 
along with veterans’ housing.” 

Prospective Deficits. 

Small said a tremendous in- 
crease in production of building 
materials is the only solution to 
the housing shortage. He reported 
these prospective deficits in 1946 
requirements: 

Lumber, 17 per cent below de- 
mand: radiators, 52 per cent; 
kitchen sinks, 39 per cent;, bath- 
tubs, 20 per cent; bricks, 18 per 
cent; plywood, 29 per cent. 

At the same conference, Wyatt 
told reporters that the new limi- 
tation order will permit construc- 
tion of only a “most limited” num- 
ber of non-veteran homes costing 
more than $10,000. 

“Only cases of extreme urgencv 
will be authorized—the volume will 
be fragmentary,” Wyatt said. 

He repeated that he expects 
most homes built for veterans un- 
der the priorities assistance pro- 
gram to sell at $6000 or less, rather 
than at the $10,000 ceiling. 

President Truman signed a bill 
today authorizing $250,000,000 in 
temporary housing. Senator Mead 
(Dem.), New York, who with Wy- 
att witnessed the President's sig- 
nature, predicted speedy congres- 
sional approval of legislation con- 
templating 2,700,000 new homes by 
the end of 1947. 

The measure provides for an ad- 
ditional 100,000 temporary housing 
units for veterans and their fam- 
ilies. This makes a total of 200,- 
000 units now approved. Barracks 
and other wartime structures will 
be used.

WASHINGTON, March 28 (AP) 
—President Truman declared yes- 
terday “we are on the verge of 
the greatest age in history” and 
the United States will noi “shirk” 
its responsibility to lead the 
world to peace. 

“The Lord intended us 25 years 
ago to lead the world to peace,” 
he declared. “We shirked that 
duty. We are not going to shirk 
it this time. We are going to take 
our place as He intended us to 
take it.” 


The President spoke on the 
south grounds of the White House 
where he pinned Congressional 
Medals of Honor on two “samples 
of our fighting men” who he said 
will help “win the peace” as they 
did the war. 

Paying tribute to the 11,000,000 
voung men who were trained for 
wartime duties, the President, 
continued: 


“We have won the war, and we 
are going to win the peace, too. 
We have the trained citizens to 
help us win it.” 


The President pinned the med- 

- als on Navy Comdr. Richard H. 

O’Kane, Durham, N. H., and Mas- 

ter Sgt. Charles L. McGaha of 
Cosby, Tenn. 

The President said such cere- 
monies gave him “the most pleas- 
ant and the most honorable job” 
that a President has to do. 


“T have said it tlme and again,” 
he told the crowd which included 
25 veterans from the Newton D.

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Task of Re-Educating Germans 
In Decent Way of Life Sometimes 
Seems Hopeless Even to Russians 


Extremist Teacher Is Heard Spouting Poison 
in Thuringian Classroom in Best Nazi 
Fashion — Nationalism Strong Among 
Students at Jena University.

The task of finding satisfactory 
replacements is a nightmare. One 
morning last week on our press 
tour of the Russian zone we sat 
in a classroom in the bustling city 
of Gera and listened to a 66-year- 
old German from Breslau conduct 
a discussion on “current affairs” 
among 27 students training to be- 
come teachers. 

It was a frightening 60 minutes. 


The teacher, whose name was 
Julius Gabriel and who happened 
to be a Communist, ~ddressed the 
class as if he were trying to teach 
a roomful of parrots to talk. The 
poison that he spouted would 
have warmed the horny cockles 
of Joseph Goebbels’s heart. 

Rabble-Rousing Lecture, 

The topic of the day was Win- 
ston Churthill’s Fulton (Mo.) 
speech, admittedly a fertile field 
for a propagandist, Gabriel used 
jit to turn the hour into a crack- 
pot, rabble-rousing attack on the 
“formal democracies” of the 
United States and Great Britain. 
“We should be glad that Churchill 
has provided proof of the clash 
between capitalism and Commu- 
nism,” he said, 

The few students he picked to 
answer questions shot to their 
feet with proud Prussian-like dis- 
cipline and recitec in voices that 
would have carried across the 
Mississfppi river on a still day. 

When it was over the head- 
master, a tall old man, Dr. Aman- 
dus Mueller, asked us what we 
thought of the class, which he had 
missed. We told him, while our 
Russian hosts listened, that we 
thought it was one of the worst 
things we had ever heard. He 
was taken aback at first and then 
hastily apologized. He said that 
Gabriel was not a very good teach- 
er and that he was sorry that we 
had not been steered into a much 
better class on the French revo- 
lution. 

At this point the conversation 
was taken over by a Russian 
colonel, one of the top officials 
of the military government of 
Thuringia, who had gone to the 
discussion with us. He had the 
proceedings translated to him. 
Through a sweating Russian ma- 
jor the colonel told Mueller that 
he thoroughly disapproved of the 
class, that Gabriel did a singularly 
bad job and that the Russians did 
not propose to have Germans criti- 
cizing England or America. 

Political Party Pressure. 


As we were leaving Mueller con- 
fided somewhat sadly that he 
wished his courses could have 
more objectivity, but that “strong 
forces” obliged him to counte- 
mance such dangerous junk as 
Gabriel was handing out. 

We asked him what the forces 
were. 

“You know,” he said. . | 


can be salvaged. 


“You mean political parties?” 
we asked. 

He nodded. 

The point is that the re-educa- 
tion of the Germans, whether 
aimed to right or left, is not good 
in the hands of men like Gabriel, 
and the colonel appreciated that 
as keenly as we did. 

The next day with beautiful 
candor the colonel confessed that 
he sometimes did not know what 
should be done about the Germans 
and that he sometimes grew pes- 
simistic over the problems of de- 
Nazification and re-education. He 
recalled the German occupation of 
Russia and how utterly foreign 
to the Nazis had been any attempt 
at a fair military government. 
Now, he said, no matter what is 
done the Germans seem to com- 
plain about almost anything. 

Nationalism Strong. 

The education problem tripped 
us up again at the venerable Uni- 
versity of Jena. Closed on April 
14, 1945, it was reopened on Oct. 
15 by Soviet permission with a stu- 
dent body of 1500, one third of 
them women. Mbre than a quar- 
ter of the students are in medi- 
cine, one tenth in law; the rest 
are scattered from theology to 
Russian philosophy, 

Entrants must be approved by 
the Soviet military government. 
Nazi party members and former 
Wehrmacht officers above the 
rank of captain are barred, almost 
without exception. Students must 
declare to what party, if any, they 
belong. Thirty per cent of them 
are activé politically. Interesting- 
ly enough, some at least have new 
ideas. One of their hopes was to 
get Jena back to the good old 
“scientific standards” of scholar- 
ship, which existed before 1933. 

We interviewed a committee of 
students and found them, as you 
might expect, brimming with na- 
tionalism, | The Ruhr, they said, 
must always belong to Germany. 
When we asked about the east, 
particularly Stettin and Pomer- 
ania (the city and most of the 
province are now run by Poles), 
the students shouted “Deutsch! 
Deutsch.” 

There were a couple of girls 
present, We asked for their ideas 
on the responsibility of women in 
the new Germany, particularly 
since some of Hitler’s strongest 
and most passionate support came 
from the female side of the 
fatherland.

Experts 
consider the area which surrounds 
the Persian Gulf, and includes 
Iran, Iraq and Saudi Arabia, to 
be one of the richest oil regions 
on earth, Its future yield is con- 
servatively estimated at 25,000,000 
barrels. 

The huge oil reserves of Saudi 
Arabia are exploited by the 
“American-Arabian Oil Company,” 
a joint enterprise of the Texas Oil 
Company and Standard Oil of 
California. So far, this group has 
invested $100,000,000 in the ven- 
ture. The famed oil fields of 
southern Iran are operated by the 
British-owned “Anglo-Persian Oil 
Company.” In March, 1937, an 
American group obtained a con- 
cession in the eastern part of the 
country.

WASHINGTON,

E the United States “is not in- 
different to the fate of 
France,” Leon Blum placed at 
about 17 billion dollars the cost of 
re-equipping and modernizing his 
country’s war-devastated econo- 
my. 
Seeking a loan from the United 
States, Blum said France figured 
it would need 11 billion dollars 
worth of imports in the next four 
or five years to speed reconstruc- 
tion and that five bill*‘»n of these 
imports must come from this 
country. 

This estimate was disclosed yes- 
terday as the French Embassy 
published excerpts of Blum’s re- 
port, given earlier this week be- 
fore the National Advisory Coun- 
cil, headed by Secretary of the 
Treasury Vinson. 

The 73-year-old former French 
Premier told the council that 
France desires to participate in 
the international economic organ- 
izations now proposed by the 
United States, but that it can do 
so “only if it achieves a state of 
relative equivalence from the 
point of view of internal condi- 
tions of- production with other 
countries of the world.” 

Because this “state of equiva- 
lence” does not now exist, Blum 
said he had been delegated to 
present France’s economic predica- 
ment and to point out “how dif- 
ficult it is for us to achieve this 
equivalence by our own resources 
alone.” 

Blum said the _ international 
reparations conference has esti- 
mated the total destruction suf- 
fered by France at 28 billion dol- 
lars, adding: 

“Of the 28 billion at least 20 
billion represent, not goods that

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


I was interested in your editorial, “Nie- 
moeller’s Penitence.” Last June when 
Pastor Niemoeller was released from im- 
prisonment, he was brought down to Na- 
ples, Italy, where I was the senior chap- 
lain of Southern Headquarters, Peninsu- 
lar Base Section. He was billeted in the 
same hotel in which I was quartered, 
and I saw and was with him almost 
daily. The press had it that I was his 
constant companion and one of his fond- 
est admirers. The truth is somewhat 
different. 

In personal contacts, the pastor re- 
vealed that, with the possible exception 
of his apparently sincere hatred of Hit- 
ler, he was far from regenerate. Pastor 
Martin Niemoeller excused on grounds of 
political expediency the support of many 
clerical elements of Mussolini’s Ethio- 
pian invasion. He denied that any of 
these elements had backed or were back- 
ing Franco in Spain. He was certain 
that the establishment of democracy in 
Germany was beyond the realm of pos- 
sibility. 

He asserted that Nazism was a verita- 
ble ideal; only, unfortunately, some evil 
men had got into the movement. He 
publicly urged all Christian peoples and 
Western nations to band together with 
Germany for a holy war against “atheis- 
tic Bolshevism” and Russian Commu- 
nism. He insisted that the Jews form 
a distinct racial classification and strong- 
ly objected to the immigration of “East- 
ern” Jews into Germany and to any 
Jews playing the prominent role they 
di@ play in Germany, 

Pastor Niemoeller, at least at that 
time, was still a Nazi “fellow traveler,” 
perhaps a “refined Nazi,” who would 
not torture or kill Jews and members of 
ottrer “inferior races” and minorities, but 
would like to deprive them of their equal 
status as citizens. If it be true that he 
has undergone a moral transformation, 
then a modern miracle has occurred.

The State of the Army 


The state of the Army today is the state of 
the nation, and that is a weak state. The.Army 
is the flabby fist of an adolescent, undisciplined 
democracy that rose to glory in war, but tried 
to forget about it when the last shot was fired. 

A year ago we had a fine Army which, as a 
wondering Frenchman said, rolled across Europe 
not like a military force but like a giant ma- 
chine. Now its finest units have dissipated in 
queasy demobilization. Replacements trickle 
overseas. Morale falters. The few combat vet- 
erans left in the occupation forces talk with 
astonishment of “this new Army.” They won- 
der if it really is an Army. And so do our 
Allies and our enemies. 

Decay has struck our military power despite 
the fact that peace treaties are not signed, hos- 
tility remains and the war is literally not over, 


This happened even though the hope of banish-’ 


ing Fascism and protecting peace depends upon 
armed support, and so does every hope of se- 
curity in an insecure world where power recasts 
the future of nations. 

The disintegration of the. Army is not pri- 
marily the fault of the Army. The War De- 
partment and Gen. Eisenhower have mapped the 
military needs of this historical moment with 
the same strategic care wita which they planned 
for battle. They have pared the requirements 
for every type of military function down to the 
last digit, to provide for an interim Army of 
1,500,000 by July 1. That is the Army which 
must exist until a regular Army can fill all 
needs, and Gen. Eisenhower says it will give us 
a slender “margin of safety.” 

Yet the interim Army is a paper Army. Its 
existence depends entirely upon the continu- 
ance and yield of Selective Service and the vol- 
untary recruiting campaign. Volunteering has 
not produced the expected results, neither has 
Selective Service, and Congress and the people 
are not committed to either. . 

Nor is this primarily the fault of the Army. 
Volunteers have been offered all kinds of in- 
ducements, including the best pay, quarters and 
food, and the finest opportunities for a career 
in military history. The Army has ordered com- 
mon uniforms for enlisted men and officers and 
is expected otherwise to modify its obnoxious 
easte system. At the same time, it has sent its 
most respected officers to Congress time and 
again to beg for extension of the draft, without 
which the Army would drop to half of its 
planned strength. 

Still the Army has not met with success. Its 
recruiting program has not succeeded against a 
people indifferent to the needs for military 
power. Its request for a minimum one-year ex- 
tension of Selective Service has made little 
progress against Congressmen devoted to polit- 
ical pressure. Some Senators are even talking 
of a six weeks’ draft extension, which is no ex- 
tension. When it comes to providing an Army, 
these Senators are more willing to stretch their 
imaginations than to stretch the draft. 

The clear truth is that Congress and the peo- 
ple are not much concerned about having an 
Army to conduct us safely from war to real 
peace. Our elected representatives are most 
concerned that this is an election year. Their 
electors are concerned with escaping from an 
atomic world into parochial normalcy. 

Every American imagines that the United 
States is a world power, and wishes it to be so. 
Yet wishfulness is as far as we go. It is a na- 
tional tragedy that we try to accept tribute with- 
out responsibility, that we sometimes venture 
te try to tell the world what to do, but more 
often are content to cultivate our Victory gar- 
dens. When we speak of peace and democracy, 
our ideals must seem to distant peoples like a 
parenthetical aside. 

Here is America, a world power losing its 
power. There is Russia, maintaining 10,000,000 
men under arms, afraid of weakness. There 
are the Fascists in Germany and Japan and else- 
where, still Fascists whom we must either sup- 
press or re-educate, still looking for weakness 
in us. How can they regard us but with con- 
tempt? How can they trust our sincerity to 
proclaim liberty throughout the world? 

“You Americans,” said the eminent Soviet 
Marshal Zhukov, “are too peace-loving. It is all 
very well to love peace. But you carry it too 
far in your country.” 

That is a cold and biting appraisal of us from 
an expert militarist. He represents a nation 
which understands and respects power. But he 
is not entirely right. Americans so far have 
not shown that they love peace too much. They 
have only shown that they do not love peace 
enough because, as Secretary Byrnes has warned 
us, “‘Weakness invites aggression.” 
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Senator La Follette, leading his Progressive 
party back into the Republican fold, said the 
Democratic party is stalled on dead center. He 
did not disclose what the Republican party is 
stalled on. 
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Reform Renascent in K. C. 


The irony of the Kansas City election is that, 
while the citizens again showed their distaste 
for the old Pendergast machine, that rusty po- 
litical apparatus finally did the city a kind of 
service. It awakened the reformers from apathy, 
scared them thoroughly and virtually made them 
fight to keep civic pride alive, 

The final test of a reform movement is its 
staying power. In recent years, the Citizens’ 
Independent party, backed by a sturdy follow- 
ing of housewives, had beaten the machine re- 
peatedly. The lack of opposition gave the re- 
formers a false sense of security and created 
an atmosphere of political dullness, 

Amid the complacency, the ghost of Boss 
Tom’s era began to haunt the memories of some 
citizens. There arose a kind of sigh for the ex- 
citing sinfulness that once glared from Twelfth 
street, the Chesterfield Club, the Gillis bur- 
lesque and the open gambling counters. Among 
the less thoughtful, the graft and greed and 
gangster killings of the not-so-good old days 
began to be forgotten. 

That was when reform was in danger. That 
was when the remnants of the Pendergast ma- 
chine rallied for a test of strength. And that 
was when the Citizens’ party awakened, went to 
work and won perhaps its most important battle. 
The vote was twice as heavy as in 1944, But 
the reform candidate for Mayor, William E. 
Kemp, gained an 11,859-vote majority, and all 
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that the machine could salvage was two Council 
seats. 

So Kansas Citians have a debt of sorts to the 
Pendergast organization, if only because it chal- 
lenged them to renewed political vigor. The old 
machine aroused the Citizens’ party from sui- 
cidal indifference. It was the stone on which 
reform sharpened its blade. 
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Housing Paradox 

A housing legislative paradox continues. In 
Jefferson City, the Governor has signed legisla- 
tion to facilitate insurance-company investment 
in urban redevelopment corporations, which are 
not. likely to augment the housing supply in 
less than three years. Meanwhile, the Wyatt 
program, under which private enterprise could 
provide 2,700,000 new homes in 1946 and 1947, 
runs a slow course through Congress at the cost 
of 3000 houses lost each day—and has already 
been crippled by a great coterie of lobbyists. 

It is well, of course, that the Legislature moves 
ahead, for the structure of law should be ready 
well in advance. When the urban redevelopment 
corporations bill is enacted, we shall possess an 
indispensable weapon against urban blight. When 
the companion public housing bill passes (as it 
urgently should), the attack on the costly, de- 
basing, rat-breeding slums can be laid out. 

It is very much to the good, too, that the Ad- 


ministration in Washington is using the re-' 


sources it already has. It has just taken an over- 
due step in denying further materials to post- 
ponable non-residential construction and to high- 
priced home-building. That step should provide 
materials for a few more needed houses; it will 
also diminish the shameful traffic in new houses 
worth $14,000 at very liberal valuation but of- 
fered today at $25,000. 

The overriding need, however, is not so much 
to plan long-range housing or to prevent un- 
desirable building as it is to promote desirable 
building right now—which is to say building in 
very large volume at prices the homeless can 
pay. That job is not getting on at all. It can- 
not get on until Congress stops listening to 
greedy inflationists and hears the chorus of dis- 
tress that mounts daily to avenging rage. 
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Viewpoint 

There actually is only one world, of course, 
but the trouble is that there is an infinite num- 
ber of points from which to view it. According 
to one viewpoint, for instance, the fact that 25 
per cent of the French people think Russia is 
out to dominate the world is proof of the per- 
spicacity of the French mind. And according 
to the same viewpoint, the fact that 27 per cent 
of the French people think it is the United 
States, rather than Russia, that wants to control 
the world, only goes to show how far astray a 
basically perspicacious mind can wander on oc- 
casions, 


A Logical Traffic Bill 

As amended, the bill to relieve downtown traf- 
fic is logically contrived. Making Pine a one- 
way street to alleviate the critical westbound 
afternoon peak, however, is still contested by 
Famous-Barr, which has proposed to defer action 
on this particular. 

Its argument is that the eastbound traffic ex- 
cluded from Pine during the afternoon west- 
bound rush and also excluded from Lawton and 
Chestnut at such hours would add to congestion 
on Olive and Market. However, traffic into the 
business district is very light in the late after- 
noon, and the eastbound lanes of the remaining 
two-way streets can comfortably carry it. 

Nor is there much visible merit in Famous’s 
underlying fear that one-way Pine would dis- 
courage potential patrons for its garage project 
at Sixth and Pine, Famous’s largest competitors, 
Scruggs-Vandervoort-Barney and Stix, Baer & 
Fuller, both get along very well with one-way 
street garages—both of them in at least as dif- 
ficult traffic layouts as Famous ‘will have. 

The entire plan—Pine included—will relieve 
the congestion which now repels shoppers and 
depresses business volume and property values 
—a condition touched on in a closely related 
context in the Mirror of Public Opinion today. 
It will bring in new patrons for Famous and 
everyone else. To make a special exception in 
deference to Famous’s somewhat narrow present 
conception of its interest would do injustice to 
its competitors, and it would do injustice to all 
downtown business, shoppers, workers. 

Hence we believe that the Aldermen should 
pass the bill tomorrow in its entirety. 
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Merit Impaired Again 

It would be difficult to find more convincing 
demonstration of virulence of party spirit than 
the Senate at Jefferson City is exhibiting in its 
efforts to wreck the merit bill, which was care- 
fully drawn up by the House in an honest effort 
to put the new Constitution into effect. 

In clear contradiction of the expressed will 
of the people, die-hard advocates of the spoils 
system have made 49 attempts at amendment. 
The most odious proposes a bi-partisan board in 
place of a non-political one—a move to re-es- 
tablish the Senate’s crazy notion that an even 
division of the jobs between Democrats. and Re- 
publicans constitutes “merit” appointment. 

Fear of loss of patronage apparently makes 
an accustomed dispenser of pork lose the power 
of reason and mouth strange words. Republican 
Floor Leader Williams, who is devoted to ap- 
pointment and advancement by allegiance in- 
stead of ability, asserted that “if this cancerous 
growth (the merit bill) is not stopped, you will 
find the country taken over by the social re- 
formers.” 

And just where has the merit system enabled 
“social reformers” to take over? « Have they 
taken over such fields as industry, business and 
the professions? As for “cancerous growth,” how 
about the scandalous conditions in Missouri in- 
stitutions under the spoils system? 

Another amendment would permit State em- 
ployes to participate in political campaigns. As 
ample precedent shows, the spectacle of civil 
service employes taking part in politics dis- 
credits the system and in time results in the 
restoration of patronage under a new label. 

The people of Missouri want the kind of merit 
system that was embodied in the House bill. 
With elections coming up in November, such 
open flouting of the popular will isn’t even good 
politics.

Ways to Solve the Parking Problem 


- Cities find new parking facilities increase business and stop decline

Don’t despair, you shoppers who prefer 
to buy in the big downtown stores, Or 
you businessmen who are fearful of com- 
petition from outlying stores where free 
parking abounds. The parking problem 
can be solved. In any city. If you tackle 
it sensibly. 

Gardeh City did it. This Long Island, N. 
Y., community of 11,000 population in 1938 
opened seven free-parking lots to serve the 
central business and apartment area, Land 
was taken at the rear of buildings to avoid 
high costs of main-street frontage, 


The lots were well lighted and land- 
scaped with driveways leading from the 
main streets. Soon stores began putting 
show windows and entrances at the rear 
of buildings. Merchants now report more 
customers coming through these back 
doors than through the front! 


When Downtown Values Decline 


Now look in on Kalamazoo, Mich. This 
city has a metropolitan-area population of 
75,000. For 15 years its business district 
had been dropping in value and tax as- 
sessments faced a decline. Why? Because 
of the parking problem, Shoppers were 
turning to side-street stores where park- 
ing was available. 


So in 1939 the city purchased a large 
lot in the heart of the business district, 
tore down all buildings on it, and surfaced 
and improved the land to park 400 cars, 
The $60,000 cost was assessed against bene- 
fited property on a sliding scale and on a 
long-term basis. The lot was “for shop- 
pers only.” They flocked to it because they 
could park two hours without cost. 


The Kalamazoo lot reversed the trend 
away from the business district. Vacant 
buildings soon were occupied, The parking 
lot assessment is one tax that business men 
pay gladly in Kalamazoo, They say it’s an 
investment which saved their shirts. 


Now to Oakland, across the bay from 
California’s San Francisco. Here is a 
metropolitan area of 1,500,000 people. In 
1930 a group of merchants pledged $150,000 
to solve the parking problem which, they 
realized, must be solved if they were to 
survive in this motor age. 


Merchants Run Parking Lots 


Now a series of parking lots are financed 
and operated by the merchants themselves. 
These provide free two-hour parking to mo- 
torists at a cost to the merchants of slight- 
ly more than 4 cents per car, and about 
19 cents for each car space per day. 


Here are six suggestions that may help in 
solving your city’s parking problem. 


1. Get some recognized private or public 
local agency or leader to accept responsi- 
bility for solving the entire problem. It 
may be a merchants’ group, or the city 
planning commission, or the city traffic 
engineer. But the problem never will be 
solved by leaving it to haphazard private 
and public action, with nobody responsible 
for solving it entirely. 

2. Remember that the basic problem Is 
that of the short-time parker. 

Commercial parking rates usually are 
high for the first hour and not much high- 
er for all-day parking—discouraging the 
person who has business downtown. 

3. Make a local parking survey to find 


out what motorists want In the way of 
facilities and parking rates that now do 
not exist. 


4. Start a local education and publicity 
program in advance of proposed solutions, 


5. Reserve downtown curb-parking space 
for the short-time parker, Parking limits 
that are not being enforced should be 
eliminated, or perhaps changed to prohibit 
parking during morning and evening rush 
hours. Curb enforcement usually is un- 
wise and almost impossible until adequate 
off-street parking provisions are made, 


6. Remember that off-street parking so- 
lutions are dependent upon local conditions. 


Garage Under a City Park 


In smaller cities motorists insist on free 
parking. In larger cities motorists are 
more willing to pay a reasonable parking 
fee, so private investments in parking fa- 
cilities already exist, 


Some cities grant tax and license exemp- 
tions for parking facilities, on the theory 
that the whole city benefits. City land 
sometimes is leased at low cost to private 
parking operators, as in San Francisco's 
four-story garage under a city park. 

Among the most practical solutions for 
general application in all but the largest 
cities are the interior-of-block and the 
fringe-parking plans, 


Where space exists behind downtown 
stores, city ordinances might require that 
a certain amount of parking and loading 
spaces be provided by each store, propor- 
tional to its floor space. If several stores 
agreed to use the rear space jointly, the 
ratio of parking space could be lower, since 
needs decrease under joint use. 

The “fringe parking” plan takes advan- 
tage of the blighted land usually surround- 
ing a downtown area. Where such land 
is in easy walking distance of downtown 
stores, it makes an ideal solution, encourag- 
ing motorists to park there before congest- 
ing cramped downtown streets. 


A Field for Public Action 


More and more, cities are coming to rec- 
ognize that a Parking Authority is the an- 
swer, A separate legal entity, often re- 
quiring State enabling laws, it becomes the 
vehicle through which property owners and 
the city can take co-operative action. 


A recent Minnesota law permits down- 
town property owners to set up an Author- 
ity with funds to study and act on parking 
problems. It permits the Authority to 
acquire land by condemnation, enter the 
parking business or lease land to private 
operators, issue bonds, and assess down- 
town land up to certain limits. 

Where private action can meet parking 
needs, public action certainly is undesir- 
able. But obviously there is a field for 
public aid in parking. 


The city, too, has a huge investment at 
stake—its entire downtown district, the 
tax mainstay of the city and one of the 
fundamental reasons for the existence of 
the town.

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The Awful Ruin of Europe

LONDON. 


CONOMICALLY-MINDED Anglo-Saxons are much concerned | 
lest ruined Germany spread ruin throughout Europe. The real | 
danger is lest a ruined Europe spread a blight throughout the | 
world. For whether we like it or not, Europe, west of Russia, is the 


cradle of the present civilization and still holds the largest single 
bloc of fully efficient human beings. 


After years of absence, this 
writer has just returned to the 
British capital after several weeks 
of wandering on the European 
continent. He knows this region 
through years of residence. He 
speaks several of its languages. 
He is convinced that for still some 
decades more, Europe, not Asia, 
will be the world’s problem conti- 
nent. British and American fail- 
ure to re-establish Europe in a 
manner consonant with Anglo- 
American interests may prove to 
have been the most costly of the 
many Anglo-American wartime 
political blunders. 


Physical, Moral Ruin. 


Europe is a ghastly wreck, Ger- 
many, Poland, Italy, the Nether- 
lands and parts of France have 
suffered most. But sheer physical 
destruction is almost everywhere 
overwhelming. Transportation is 
shot and communications are still 
rudimentary. A general shortage 
of rail and motor rolling stock 
aggravates the famine that is fol- 
lowing Hitler’s collapse, as a buz- 
zard follows a dying wolf. Few 
Europeans have starved—yet. But 
the entire continent is underfed. 
Once the Germans and Austrians 
have consumed the stored energy 
they gained by war plunder, they 
will really be facing a desperate 
condition. We shall do well if 
we manage to keep famine local- 
ized. Lacking transportation, raw 
material and new machinery, the 
surviving factories may be years 
getting under way. 

The physical damage inflicted 
by the Nazi war is, however, smal] 
beside the moral damage, Sixteen 
years of Machiavellian political 
strife, six years of war and occu- 
pation, have occasioned a_ vast 
moral degradation. Combined 
with physical exhaustion, this has 
lessened the will to work. Since 
most currencies are questionable, 
the incentive for gain is lacking. 
Why accumulate money with 
which little or nothing can be 
“bought? JLarge sections of this 
one-time leading continent are re- 
duced to barter. 


In Central Europe, the real cur- 
rency is a cigarette. Yet with a 
bushel of paper notes, you can buy 
little. With cartons of cigarettes, 
you get whatever is available. 
Black marketeering is the favorite 
occupation of millions. For, with- 
out it, people in many areas could 
not live. Idleness now, as always, 
breeds crime. 


Old Feuds Persist. 


Another element of disorder is 
the economic revolutions, Prac- 
tically every European country 
is experimenting with planned 
economy. Ultimately, such a sys- 
tem might—it is believed—out- 
produce old-fashioned competi- 
tion. Actually, expectation of 
economic improvement ill accom- 
panies the prevailing penury. 

Europe’s ancient vice of par- 
ticularism has not been weakened, 
but strengthened, by war expe- 
rience. In their heads, most Euro- 


peans know they must unite or de- 
cline. In their hearts, ancient na- 
tionalism still burns __ strong; 
ancient feuds’are unassuaged. 

Nonetheless, Hitler’s defeat, 
following Hitler’s new order and 
Hitler’s war, offered a unique o 
portunity for imposing upo 
Europe an integration that could 
prevent a gradual contagious rot. 
The Big Three made no visible 
effort toward uniting Europe. 
Stalin did not want European 
unity; Roosevelt seems to have 
thought Europe had become a 
negligible quantity. If Churchill 
wanted a united Europe, his ef- 
forts toward realizing it were 
feeble. 

As the result, Europe is more 
miserable, more divided and more 
dangerous than ever before. 


Fear of Russia. 


Eastern Europe lies under a 
Soviet national Communist shad- 
ow that the vast majority of 
Eastern Europeans fear and hate. 
Here two million farmed-out So- 
viet troops emphas®e that Mos 
cow’s will is law. The shadow ex- 
tends beyond the Red Army pas- 
tures.

Sweden and 
Switzerland are worried.

Take the latest example. A com- 
mittee headed by Under Secretary 
of State Dean Acheson prepared 
a report with recommendations 
for the international control of 
atomic energy. It is probably the 
most thorough study yet made. It 
is complicated and full of scien- 
tific detail. It is an effort to 
shear through the limitations of 
government to provide a new 
framework for the new power. 

Copies of that complicated re- 
port were sent to members of the 
Senate Atomic Energy Committee 
in the morning. By that after- 
noon, garbled and confused ac- 
counts of what it contained had 
been leaked out to newspaper 
men. lLou can argue that the re- 
port should have been made pub- 
lic immediately but, since the 
Senate committee was working on 
a bill, they were entitled to a 
preview. 


A garbled and incomplete ac- 
count of so critically important a 
subject is almost worse than se- 
crecy. Two or three members of 
the Senate Atomic Committee are 
notorious for their inability to 
keep back anything, no matter 
what its importance or complex- 
ity. 

This raises an interesting ques- 
tion about the committee. Those 
who know the least about atomic 
energy are at the same time the 
most dogmatic about what should 
be done with it. 


Senators Absent. 


In general, the members of the 
committee started with the same 
lack of knowledge. They have 
been educated by attending the 
very comprehensive hearings cov- 
ering almost every phase of atom- 
ic energy. 


But a study of the committee’s 
records shows that many of the 
11 members were absent from 
most of the hearings. In Febru- 
ary, for example, at five sessions 
only three out of the 11 members 
were present—as I read the rec- 
ord. At one session, only four 
were present, and at two other 
sessions, five members out of the 
11. Six was good, and seven 
practically par for the course.

Revised McMahon Bill. 


The one Senator who has at- 
tended every hearing igs the chair- 
man, Senator Brien McMahon of 
Connecticut. He is the one Sena- 
tor on the committee who is 
standing unequivocally for civilian 
control in the traditional Ameri- 
can way. 

It is time to set the record 
straight on McMahon’s position. 
The original McMahon bill was 
loosely drawn to provide control 
by a civilian commission. The in- 
tention was to have it strength- 
ened by amendment. That is the 
history of all legislation. 

The revised McMahon bill pro- 
vided careful safeguards for mili- 
tary supervision over the military 
uses of atomic energy. If, in the 
opinion of a military board, the 
civilian commission was endan- 
gering the national security, then 
the military board could appeal to 
the President. But the board was 
made subordinate to the commis- 
sion which is the important 
point in this whole issue of con- 
trol. 

Neither McMahon nor any other 
responsible individual has _ sug- 
gested that the know-how of 
atomic energy be turned over to 
the U.N.O. or to any outside source 
until proper international controls 
are worked out. Senator Joseph 
H. Ball of Minnesota, in his 
strange statement employing the 
convenient Communist tag, tried 
to make it seem otherwise. But 
the record shows the facts.

Red Economic Pattern. 


The withdrawal of the Red 
Army from Mukden has,laid bare 
the pattern of Soviet economic ex- 
pansion in Manchuria. Soviet 
banks, trading agencies and tech- 
nical experts are taking up where 
the Army left off. 

It is now evident that in six 
months of military occupation the 
Russians laid strong foundations 
in Mukden and other cities for the 
exploitation of Manchuria as a 
source of supply for the Soviet | 
Union and a market for Soviet 
goods, Here is the picture in brief: 


First, the Russians have ac- 
quired with little or no real cost 
to themselves a large number of 
valuable properties through 
“purchase” from the former Jap- 
anese owners. In Mukden alone, 
according to official Chinese es- 
timates, Soviet agencies claim 
ownership of 41 Japanese hold- 
ings, including office buildings, 
residences, theaters, a paper 
mill, a light metals refinery, an 
aviation plant and the city’s 
largest hotel — the Twanmato, 
These properties were bought, 
it is alleged, with Soviet occu- 
pation currency issued through 
Soviet banks. 

Second, the Russians have 
established agencies in Mukden 
for at least seven official Soviet 
trading and banking organiza- 
tions. They are Vneshtorg, or 
the foreign trading agency; ex- 
port Khleb, another buying and 
selling organization; Soujpush- 
nina, which buys and markets 
furs on large lots; Dealnevsh- 
trans, a transportation agency; 
Dalbank, or the Far Eastern 
bank; Gosbank, the Soviet state 
bank; and a local office of the 
People’s Commissariat of For- 
eign Trade. 

Third, a dozen or. more Soviet 
technical experts have been left 
behind in the wake of the Red 
Army withdrawal to assist the 
Chinese in making over and 
operating certain mines, heavy 
industries and power plants. 
Soviet demands for joint con- 
trol of these key prejects are 
still under negotiation, but the 
presence of Soviet experts in 
Mukden is indicative of the So- 
viet expectation that the Chinese 
will ultimately give in. 


Keeping Economic Foothold. 


It can be seen from the above 
that whatever military withdraw- 
als the Russians may make from

CHICAGO, March 28 (AP)—Professional 
traders had the grain futures business almost 
entirely to themselves today and, in a light 
trade, kept prices well ahead most of the time. 
Commission house participation was scattered 
as most brokers stuck to their intentions of 
awaiting more specific developments from Wash- 
ington on ceiling prices and feed grain usage,

ing uresent ceiling prices. The amount of grain

DEATH INSURANCE PAYMENTS 
FOR JANUARY SET RECORD 


NEW YORK, March 28 (AP)— 
Death benefits paid in January by 
life insurance companies totaled 
$120,377,000, largest for any month 
on record, the Institute of Life In- 
surance said today. 

The January payments repre- 
sented an increase of 19 per cent 
over December, 5 per cent over 
January 1945, and 34 per cent over 
January 1941. 


“There was no apparent single 
cause for the increase,” the insti- 
tute stated, “practically every 


cause of death eae a greater 
toll.”

SCHWABE PLANS FOR SENATE 


WASHINGTON, March 28 (AP) 
— Associates of Representative 
Max Schwabe (Rep.), Missouri re- 
port he expects to file his candi- 
dacy for the Republican nomina- 
tion for United States Senator 
with the Missouri Secretary of 
State next week. Schwabe, whose 
home is in Columbia, returned to 
Washington last week after visit- 
ing Missouri and talking with Re- 
publican leaders. It is understood 
he plans to return there Saturday. 

Schwabe declined comment 
other than to say that he still is 
considering entering the Senate 
race. A former life insurance 
salesman, Schwabe was first elec- 
ted to Congress from the normally 
Democratic second Missouri Con- 
gressional district in November 
1942 and was re-elected in 1944.

ARMY “aT Fr DRAFT 
STRESSED BY HERSHEY 


Believes Only Fifth of Re- 
quired Strength Could Be Ob- 
tained Through Enlistments. 


WASHINGTON, March 28 (AP) 
—-Selective Service Director Lewis 
B. Hershey told Congress today 
the draft law must be extended 
if the Army was to get the 600,000 
men it needed in the next 12 


months. 

Maj. Gen. Hershey estimated 
that the Army required about 
50,000 men a month but could ob- 
tain only one fifth of that number 
through enlistments if the selective 
service law was permitted to 
lapse on May 15. 

He was the first witness as the 
Senate Military Affairs Committee 
began two weeks of public hear- 
ings, decided on after the commit- 
tee deadlocked 8-8 on the Ad- 
ministration’s request for a year’s 
extension of the draft, 

After an exchange with Chair- 
man Elbert Thomas (Dem.), Utah, 
who has opposed extending the 
draft, Hershey conceded that all 
records for voluntary enlistments 
had been broken but asserted the 
only reason was that thousands of 
young men volunteered only be- 
cause they thus avoided being 
drafted. That will stop, Hershey 
said, if the Selective Service Act 
is allow to die. 

Maj. Gen, Willard S. Paul said 
that unless the draft law was ex- 
tended the Army would be forced 
to retain indefinitely some of the 
men who already have been in- 
ducted. Paul said the Army want- 
ed to limit to 18 months the serv- 
ice of men already inducted but 
the only way it could be done is 
through a continuation of the 
draft. 

After a sharp exchange between 
Hershey and Senator Edwin John- 
son (Dem.), Colorado, another op- 
ponent of draft extension, Johnson 
charged Hershey favored an “im- 
pressed army.” Hershey retorted 
that was “a little bit unfair.” 

Thomas told Hershey that “if 
the Army is so unpopular” it can-| 


not get volunteers without the | 


threat of induction, we better 
find it out right now.’ 
‘It’s not a matter of unpopu- 


larity,” Hershey replied, adding: 


“When you get 200,000 or 300,000 | 


men who enlist a day or two be- 
fore induction you can call them 
volunteers if you want to.”

DRY BATTER FACTORY 
SOLD FOR $340,000 


Actual Cost $503,290—Pur- 
chasing Concern to Con- 
solidate 3 Plants. 


Sale of the dry cell vattery plant 
operated during the war by the 
National Carbon Co. at 4417 
Oleatha avenue to the General En- 
gineering & Manufacturing Co. for 
$340,400 was announced today by 
the War Assets Administration. 
The sale is subject to priority 
rights of federal government 
agencies. 

C. W. V.. Kaeufler, secretary- 
treasurer of the purchaser com- 
pany, said the present plans of his 
company were to consolidate the 
two plants now operated’ by them, 
at 1523 South Tenth street and 
3400 Maury avenue, at the new 
location. Tunis probably will not 
be effected for two to three 
months, he said. 

Property involved in the sale in- 
cludes about nine acres of land, 
seven buildings which were erect- 
ed in 1925 and remodeled in 1944- 
45, two other buildings construct- 
ed in 1944-45 and a tenth building 
which was started but not com- 
pleted, The buildings are of brick, 
steel and concrete construction 
and have a total floor area of 
115,980 square feet. 

Actual cost of the property was 
$503,290 and the War Assets Ad- 
ministration estimated its present 
fair value at $350,604, 

The sale does not include ma- 
chinery and equipment in the 
plant, which will be removed at 
government expense. The General 
Engineering & Manufacturing Co., 
manufactures machine tools, oil 
tool specialties and related acces- 
sories. 

Operation of the dry cell bat- 
tery plant, which manufacturea 
battery cells for the United States 
Signal Corps, was discontinued in 
May, 1945, Dismissal of its 1200

BALKED GIBRALTAR 
ATTACK, JAPS SAY 


Franco Wanted French Africa 
in Return for Troops’ Pas- 
sage, Diplomats Relate. 


TOKYO, March 28 (AP)—Japa- 
nese diplomats just repatriated 
from Europe today said that Gi- 
braltar was not attacked through 
Spain in World War II simply 
because Madrid’s price — French 
North Africa—was too high. 

The diplomats, who insisted on 
anonymity, said Madrid's relations 
with Germany and Italy were 
“much more than co-operation,” 
but declined details. 


They also related that General-| 


issimo Franco was convipced 
early in 1945 that the Axis had 
lost the war and “tried to change 
sides.” He severed relations with 


Japan April 12, citing the assassi- 


nation of dozens of Spanish citi- 
zens by the Japanese in the battle 
for Manila. 

The diplomats said the “Manila 
incident” was serious, but led to 
the diplomatic break only because 
Franco was seeking an opportuni- 
ty to presk with the Axis.

FEARS OF THIS SORT are obviously pernicious heirlooms 
of childhood. Many of the strongest and most valiant men will 
awaken from the midst of a dream, terrified and quaking. 
Maybe only sheer will power enables them to get a grip upon 
themselves. Fears are basic reactions of human and animal 
life. If they are encouraged during childhood, or emotionally 
tied up to certain situations, they may continue to make our 
lives miserable long after we. have grown to manhood and 
womanhood. Fear probably accounts for more unhappiness 
than any other factor in life. 
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IT IS A GOOD THING for the child to fear fire or moving 
automobiles and certain other harmful objects which are death 
producing. But such things as fear of the dark, or of people, 
or of closed places, or of domestic animals, are detrimental to 
the complete happiness that should be a part of the more 
abundant life. 

Children do not naturally and innately fear the dark. They 
learn to fear it as they learn any other habit. If the dark is 
associated in childhood with gruesome and painful ideas, ob- 
jects, or happenings, then darkness itself becomes a symbol 
of terror. Many thoughtless adults brand the minds of chil- 
dren with useless fears by encouraging wild tales of ogres and 
other devilish inhabitants of darkness.

may be able to share bread with 
those who are starving. A lot of 
folks figured out it would make 
almost black bread which would 
be difficult to enjoy and so they 
have been getting ready to feel 


-sorry for themselves. The folks I 


feel sorry for are the millers who 
have had to turn their business 
upside down because they have to 
use different equipment and make 
numerous analyses of the flour 
and do many, many baking tests 
both for family and bakery use. 
In all of the types of flour that 
we have experimented with to 
date, we have been delighted with 
the yeast bread, quick breads and 
cake. We have found that the 
same formula wsed for making 
fine loaves of bread from regular 
flour can be used with this emer- 
gency flour and produce delicious 
tasting, good textured bread. 


The color is very nearly like 
our regular bread. When it is put 
up by the side of regular bread, 
it looks just a trifle creamier and 
greyer in color. When you can't 
have a loaf of regular bread to 
compare it with, it would be dif- 
ficult to know the difference in 
color. The only change in the pro- 
cess in bread making that we 
thought had a definite advantage 
was in the baking. For 1% pounds 
loaves, the time of baking with 
the emergency flour was _ in- 
creased from 50 to 60 minutes. So 
we are going to be able to enjoy 
high quality bread and we will be 
just as well nourished, and may- 
be a little better with this new 
flour. Without doubt we'll learn 
something that will do us much 
good and we'll prosper in more 
ways than one by helping those 
who are in such dire need. There 
is no necessity of adding more 
fat when mixing the bread. In 
fact, increasing the fat had an un- 
favorable effect. 


Lemon Cracker Pudding 


Add one cup evaporated milk to 
one cup water and scald, Combine 
two-third cup coarse cracker 
crumbs, three-fourth cup sugar, 
one-half teaspoon salt, two table- 
spoons lemon juice and one-half 
teaspoon grated lemon rind, and 
add slowly to scalded milk and 
water, stirring constantly. Stir in 
two tablespoons melted butter and 
two beaten egg yolks. Pour into 
greased baking dish and bake in 
a moderately slow oven (325 de- 
grees F.) for 45 minutes. Remove 
from oven; cover with meringue 
made by beating whites of two 
eggs until stiff, gradually adding 
one-fourth cup sugar and one 
tablespoon lemon juice. Bake in a 
moderate oven (350 degrees F.) 
until meringue is brown (12 to 15 
minutes). Five servings.

Corn Fritters 


Sift flour, measure one and one- 
half cups, and resift with three- 
fourth teaspoon baking powder, 
and one and one-half teaspoons 
salt. Combine two eggs, 
with one-half cup milk and mix 
well. Add to flour mixture all at 
once and stir until smooth, Fold 
in two cups whole kernel corn, 
canned, drained thoroughly, Drop 
from a teaspoon into deep fat 
heated to 375 degrees F. (hot 
enough to brown a five-eighth 
inch cube of day old bread in 30 
seconds), and fry until golden 
brown on all sides. Lift out and 
drain for a minute or two on ab- 
sorbent paper or paper toweling. 
Serve hot, with sirup if desired. 
Five servings.

N every city where we have 

been, the same shortages of ho- 

tel rooms and homes seem to 
exist. I remember very well the 
overcrowded conditions that ex- 
isted after the last war hecause 
of the wartime building restric- 
tions; but the war lasted much 
longer this time and the condi- 
tions are therefore far worse. 


People are buying homes be- 
cause there is nothing to rent. In 
many cases they are paying far 
more than the actual value. This 
means that, when building re- 
sumes full-swing and homes are 
plentiful, the value of their in- 
vestments will deteriorate. If the 
homes purchased are bought to be 
lived in over a long period of 
years, this will probably make 
very little difference, since the 
savings in rent will soon make 
up for the deterioration in value. 
But if, at some time in the not 
too distant future, conditions force 
people to move and to sell their 
homes, the loss in some cases will 
be considerable. 
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ONE CANNOT HELP wishing 
that, in some way, this loss might 
be obviated—particularly for peo- 
ple in the medium and lower in- 
come brackets. It would have to 
be done by some city, state or 
federal regulations, but it would 
certainly affect the future well- 
being of a great many people. 

I am glad that priorities now 
are to be given to the -building of 
veterans’ homes. I have felt for 
some time that our lack of plan- 
ning to carry out the things which 
we promised the veterans would 
_— to a great deal of dissatisfac- 

ion, 

It is certainly ironic to say that 
veterans have the opportunity for 
an education, and then to find 
that there is no room for them in 
the institutions they wish to aty 
tend. It is equally ridiculous, to 
say they can have loans to buy 


homes and then have no homes 
for them to buy. 

Of course, the war came to an 
end more suddenly than we ex- 
pected. This unpreparedness, how- 
ever, is nothing new to us. We are 
usually averse to government plan- 
ning. We consider it a menace to 
our free-enterprise system. And 
yet we have no respect for an 
individual who does not foresee 
the eventualities of non-planning 
in his own life or business. The 
same foresight and planning which 
make an individual a success 
probably would be helpful in mak- 
ing the government a success,

How to Save Fats in Household 
Government Urging Us to Make Best Possible Use of This Commodity 


By Irma S. Rombauer

HANKS to our war experience, 
T te conservation should be by 

now a standard practice, and, 
as you know, the Government is 
urging us to continue our vigilance 
and to make the best possible use 
of all fats that come into our 
kitchens. 

The best fats for cooking are 
chicken, beef, veal and pork. Lamb 
or mutton fat may be used but is 
likely to be objectionable to many 
as being too strong in taste. This 
fat should be turned in 100 per 
cent for salvage. 

To render (try out) fat: Cut the 
fat into small pieces or chop it in 
a meat grinder. Heat it in an un- 
covered double boiler over boiling 
water until it has completely 
melted, Strain it throygh a rather 
thick cloth. Fat rendered by this 
method cannot scorch. Having 
been cut up fine it melts faster 
at a lower temperature. There is 
no disagreeable odor in the kitch- 
en and no watching is necessary. 
Fat may be seasoned at the same 
time it is rendered by adding a 
small uncut onion, a few leaves of 
summer savory and thyme, a tea- 
spoonful of salt, and a little pep- 
per. This is enough for one pint 
of fat. 

To clarify fat: Heat the fat 
slowly for a short time with an 
equal quantity of water. Strain 
it while hot through flannel or 
thick muslin. When cold, remove 
the cake of clean fat. Scrape off 
any impurities on the bottom of 
the cake, This process may be re- 
peated if necessary. Fats are clari- 
fied to remove impurities and to 
make them more palatable for re- 
use. The drippings from fresh 
pork may be clarified and used 
like lard. Any drippings that are 
to be used for shortening should 
be clarified. 


Shortening Table. 

Instead of one eup butter use 
Bacon fat, clarified —-— 4-5 cup) increase 
Drippings, clarified -~~-——- 4-5 cup) liquid & 
Chicken fat, clarified -— 2-3 cup) or more 
Lard — ae me ee ee 7-8 Cup 
Suet — — ee ae 1-2 Cup 
Cottonseed ofl, corn oil, 
nut ofl Ciquid or solidified 7-8 cup 


A slight burned taste or similar 
objectionable flavors can often be 
removed from fats by means of 
potatoes, Melt the fat slowly, add 
slices of raw potato one-fourth 
inch thick, and permit the fat to 
heat gradually. When the fat no 
longer bubbles and the potatoes 
are well browned, strain the fat 
through a double cheesecloth 
placed in a sieve. Do this occasion- 
ally with the fat you use for deep 
fat frying. Fish, croquettes, onions 
and doughnuts may all be fried 
in the same fat without transmit- 
ting the flavor of one food to an- 
other. 

Heat, light and alr tend to make 
fat rancid, Keep all fats covered, 
in a cool, dry place, 

Avoid overheating and scorching 
fats. It makes them indigestible 


Common-Sense Medicine 


N a previous article I tried to 

picturo the sudden awakening 

associated with the utter disre- 
gard for the preservation of your 
health, I suggested that “descre- 
tion is the better part of valor” 
when the road back to health was 
reopened to che individual. 


The thought I want to convey 
is that the come-back trail to 
health must be safeguarded. The 
resumption of activities must be 
curtailed to a maximum degree in 
the first few months of re- 
entrance into the field of en- 
deavor. 


Previous dash and fire must be 
replaced by a subdued personality 
until the machinery has been tried 
and tested, thus avoiding a sud- 
den break somewhere along the 
line. The best way to accomplish 
this is t- follow the line of least 
resistance. In other words, work 
less and rest more. This some- 
times requires considerable cour 
age, but it pays health dividends 
which are more essential than 
financial dividends, A much too 
high percentage of people are 
crushing their very existence by 
over-work.,. Their circulatory ap- 
paratus is being constantly geared 
Peyond normal capacity and 


sooner or later will show distress 
signals, either in a pronounced 
fashion or in a way that signifies 
danger ahead.

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as well as unpalatable. Slowly 
cooked bacon results in light, 
clean looking drippings that have 
a sweet, mild flavor. The bacon 
is vastly superior also. 


To obtain savory drippings 
from any kind of roasted meat 
place a small peeled onion, a 
clove of garlic (if you care for it), 
a piece of bayleaf and a sprig of 
celery tops in a corner of the 
roasting pan. Strain them out be- 
fore making the gravy. The gravy 
itself will have a more interesting 
flavor and the browned onion will 
color it agreeably. 


The drippings from _ roasted 
meats may be used to make extra 
gravy for left-over meat dishes 
or to be served on rice, potatoes 
or waffles for luncheon dishes. A 
good gravy makes it feasible to 
do without butter on the potato 
or other starchy food. These 
drippings are also good to use in 
the preparation of vegetable 
soups. Try cooking the cut-up 
vegetables in two or three table- 
spoons of the drippings for ten 
minutes without browning them, 
before adding the liquid. It im- 
proves the flavor of the soup in 
an astonishing way. 

Sources of Fats: Bacon drippings 
are those most commonly re-used. 
Their flavor compliments those of 
the greatest variety of foods. They 
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also have the virtue of keeping 
almost indefinitely. They may be 
used to saute (fry) fish, meats, 
potatoes, eggs, mushrooms, etc, 
One valuable use for them at this 
time is in the dressing for wilted 
lettuce, to take the place of scarce 
salad oils, 


Bacon drippings may also be 
used in the place of butter to 
season vegetables, or as the short- 
tening in cornbread, cornmeal or 
other pancakes, waffles and muf- 
fins. Biscuits may be made with 
it. It may even be used (if well 
clarified) for the fat in ginger- 
bread and heavily spiced cakes. 


Ham fat is also very desirable. 
To have good fat for future use 
from a baked ham, pour most of 
the fat out of the roasting pan 
before glazing the ham. Otherwise 
your fat might be sweetened. It 
is excellent for frying potatoes, 
eggs and omelets, and especially 
good for frying chicken. It makes 
good sauces and gravies for left- 
ever ham, Like bacon fat, it may 
be used as the shortening in corn- 
bread, pancakes, waffles and muf- 
fins. It is fine to use in soups of 
dried peas, beans or lentils. Brown 
a minced onion in some of the fat. 
Add the beans and the water in

which they were soaked. Sausage 
fat or fresh pork drippings may 
be used in the same ways. 

Beef drippings (suet) have a 
strong taste that is often con- 
sidered unpleasant. But the fat 
from soup stock or a pot roast 
that has been cooked with vege- 
tables is something else again. It 
is much too good to pitch out. 
These drippings are good.in soup, 
to saute hamburgers or liver, or 
to brown stew meat. Excellent 
piecrust may be made with half 
suet and half shortening. Trim 
chunks of fat from beef steaks 
and roasts and render them for 
this purpose. 

* * * 

Chicken fat is the most attrac- 
tive of all, and very delicate in 
flavor, When unseasoned and care- 
fully rendered it is particularly 
suitable for cakes. Many people 
like it rendered with onion. Place 
a small amount of it in a small 
iron skillet. Add some finely 
chopped onion and cook it so 
slowly that the onion doesn’t 
brown, until the fat is liquid. 
Strain it carefully. Treated in this 
way it is good enough to eat by 
the spoonful. Use it instead of 
butter in mashed potatoes and 
stuffings, or in cream and other 
sauces for chicken. It may re- 
place butter or mayonnaise in 
sandwiches. It is very good in 
soups. 


Cream, either sweet or sour, 
makes a good substitute for butter. 
It is often used to dress vege- 
tables. Try adding a sprinkling of 
chopped chives or other herbs, a 
fresh grating of nutmeg or a very 
few grains of curry powder, Sour 
cream replaces all or part of the 
shortening in many recipes for 
biscuits, muffins, cookies and 
cakes, 

Re-use all fat possible. Save 
every drop of that for which you 
can find no use, strain it, and take 
it to your butcher for salvage. 
This means more soap!, 

The Famine Emergency Com- 
mittee has made other recom- 
mendations. 


Serve fewer fried foods. Potato 
chips are 37 per cent fat. 

Broil, boil or bake rather than 
fry whenever possible. Chickens, 
steaks, chops, hamburgers, liver 
and fish may be very successfully 
broiled, Brush the food to be 
broiled with melted drippings in 
place of oil. 

Many feel that fish should be 
fried. There are many other more 
attractive ways—so-called “boiled” 
fish, poached fish, or baked in 
milk or in a sauce (cream, cheese 
or tomato). 

Go to it—see how many fat- 
saving ideas of your owm you can 
develop in addition to these. Don't 
forget The Famine Committee’s 
appalling statement that “a tea- 
spoon of fat a day saved by every 
person in the United States will 
mean a total saving of at least 
1,000,000 pounds of fat daily.”

North’s jump rebid in spades 
was somewhat shaded, but there 
was nothing wrong with the final 
contract. 

If West had opened the ace, 
king and another trump, South. 
would have been hard pressed, ~ 
but actually, West chose to lead 
the diamond jack. Dummy’s top 
diamonds were cashed, South dis- 
carding spades, and then the 
spade king was led through East 
who covered. Declarer ruffed, 
went to the club king, and played 
the queen and jack of spades. 
East ruffed the jack; declarer 
over-ruffed and tried to cash the 
club ace. 

West, having seen the futility 
of ruffing the club ace with @ 
high trump, or failing to ruff at 
all, finally decided to ruff with’ 
the heart five. Dummy’s six won 
the trick, and now declarer ruffed 
a spade to establish the fifth card 
of dummy’s suit. 

At this point declarer had eight 
tricks in front of him and the 
position was: queen-ten of trumps 
and three clubs in the South 
hand; ace-king-nine of trumps and 
two diamonds in West's hand; 
jack eight of trumps, a good spade 
and two diamonds in dummy; 
East, out of the running, except 
for his good clubs. Now South 
led a club. West saw that failure 
to ruff would let declarer ruff in 
dummy, then collect the fulfilling 
trick by ruffing a diamond. So 
West trumped in with the heart 
ace and laid down the heart king.

South in with the queen—and he 
had to give up two club tricks to 
East!
